INAUGURAL  ADDRESS 

of 

HON.  LESLIE  E.  KNOX 

Mayor  of  Somerville,  Massachusetts 


To  the  Honorable,  the  Board  of  Aldermen  and 

School  Committee. 

Gentlemen : 

Since  1872  mayors  and  aldermen  of  Somerville,  honored 
with  the  confidence  of  its  citizens,  have  entered  upon  the  duties 
of  administration  with  ceremonies  similar  to  these  being  en- 
acted today.  Each  inauguration  has  been  a solemn  occasion, 
but  different  times  bring  different  tasks,  and  the  responsibility 
which  we  are  now  undertaking  is  second  to  none  assumed  by 
any  administration  since  the  city  was  incorporated.  During 
the  economic  depression  many  of  our  citizens  have  been  forced 
to  look  directly  to  the  government  for  their  daily  bread,  and 
though  we  hope  this  unhappy  condition  is  passing  we  know 
that  it  still  prevails.  We  know  also  that  taxation  has  risen  to 
such  a point  that  business  is  hard  pressed  to  meet  assessments, 
and  property  owners,  to  an  appalling  extent,  have  already  lost 
title  to  their  family  homes. 

On  my  own  part,  I approach  this  problem  with  humility 
and  a sense  of  solemn  obligation,  yet  confident  that  policies  may 
be  defined  which,  if  adopted  and  faithfully  executed,  will  en- 
able the  City  of  Somerville  to  feed  the  hungry,  provide  shelter 
for  the  homeless,  and  ultimately  lighten  the  burden  of  taxation 
which  rests  so  heavily  on  those  of  our  people  who  are  yet 
striving  under  difficult  conditions  to  earn  a living  and  main- 
tain themselves  and  their  families. 

Elected  on  a non-partisan  basis,  I propose  to  be  a non- 
partisan mayor.  I shall  expect  of  all  departments,  and  this 
includes  heads  of  departments  as  well  as  all  others  on  the  city 
payroll,  courteous,  honest  and  efficient  service.  Politics  must 
be  banished  from  city  business,  and  waste  of  money  and  time 
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will  no  longer  be  tolerated.  Full  value  will  be  demanded  for 
every  dollar  exi^ended. 

The  regular  city  employees  in  many  instances  in  the  past 
have  been  subjected  to  unfair  coercion,  espionage  and  petty 
persecution  at  the  expense  of  a few  favorites.  My  message  to 
them  is  that  I will  not  expect  anything  from  them  except  atten- 
tion to  their  duties,  efficiency  and  courtesy.  On  the  whole  the 
great  majority  of  our  city  employees  are  performing  the  duties 
for  which  they  are  paid  and  would  be  pleased  to  give  their 
entire  energy  for  the  good  of  the  city  instead  of  being  tossed 
from  pillar  to  post  by  political  task  masters.  I say  to  the  city 
employees  that  they  will  not  be  hampered  in  their  work  and 
that  the  department  officials  shall  conduct  their  departments 
for  the  general  welfare  of  all  the  citizens. 

Until  audits  are  made  in  the  various  departments  I,  at 
this  time,  do  not  know  the  exact  financial  status  of  the  city, 
but  I know  that  there  remains  to  be  paid,  provided  they  have 
been  incurred  legally,  many  thousands  of  dollars  of  unpaid 
bills.  At  a later  date  when  these  figures  are  made  available  I 
shall  notify  the  citizens  through  the  press. 

Sound  finance  and  capable  management  can  produce  satis- 
factory results,  and  may  I especially  emphasize  the  necessity 
of  cooperation  between  the  executive  and  legislative  branches 
of  the  city  government.  Differences  of  opinion  will  inevitably 
arise,  but  if  we  are  all  determined  to  advance  the  greatest  good 
of  all  our  people,  to  set  aside  personal  prejudices,  and  eliminate 
special  privileges,  we  can  surely  reach  an  agreement  on  every 
question.  I have  definite  ideas  of  how  we  may  best  serve  and 
T will  submit  them  to  you  from  time  to  time  without  reserve. 
AYe  have  been  chosen  by  the  voters  of  Somerville  to  administer 
their  government.  They  have  honored  us  in  their  choice ; let  us 
wholeheartedly  devote  our  thought  and  efforts  to  their  safety, 
comfort  and  happiness. 

The  work  relief  program  which  has  been  in  such  a chaotic 
condition  is  a very  vital  subject  for  our  consideration.  If  the 
reports  in  the  newspapers  are  correct,  there  has  been  gross  in- 
efficiency in  the  planning  and  supervising  of  this  work  in  our 
city,  which  has  resulted  in  severe  hardship  to  the  vast  number 
of  our  worthy  citizens  engaged  on  these  projects.  It  is  my 
intention  to  recommend  the  immediate  appropriation  of  the 
necessary  funds  for  the  purchase  of  the  materials  required  to 
put  to  work  the  full  quota  allowed  by  the  Federal  Government, 
and  to  set  up  the  necessary  Planning  and  Supervisory  units  to 
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economically  administer  these  projects.  I hereby  declare  that 
in  the  administration  of  this  work  I shall  absolutel}'  demand 
that  all  of  the  workers  on  relief  rolls  be  free  from  political 
pressure  and  favoritism  and  that  every  man  and  woman  shall 
receive  equally  fair  treatment. 

While  I cannot  over-emphasize  the  importance  at  this  time 
of  meeting  the  necessities  of  those  in  genuine  need,  and  the 
balancing  problem  of  easing  the  burden  on  the  taxpayers,  other 
phases  of  municipal  service  are  vitally  important.  Dilferent 
departments  are  of  iiaraniount  importance  in  various  stages  of 
the  city’s  existence.  At  all  times  the  preservation  of  order  is 
supremely  necessary.  The  police  department,  which  for  weal  or 
woe  is  often  in  the  public  eye,  will  have  my  particular  atten- 
tion, because  without  order,  without  iirotection  for  honest 
people  as  they  go  about  their  business  or  rest  in  their  homes, 
the  city  cannot  prosper.  I believe  in  an  adequate,  capably  of- 
ficered, well-equipped  police  force  and  fire  department.  Men, 
women  and  children  look  to  them  for  safe  and  orderly  living 
and  place  implicit  trust  in  them.  Perhaps  too  little  recognition 
is  given  their  courage  and  fidelity,  and  yet  lack  of  discipline 
and  confusion  of  purposes  may  make  these  departments  a nest 
of  scandal  and  a menace  to  the  people.  I shall  ask  of  police  and 
firemen  only  that  they  do  their  duty  faithfully  and  fearlessly, 
and  I shall  endeavor  to  preserve  their  morale  by  preventing 
political  interference  and  by  not  hampering  the  service  with 
more  ofticers  and  men  than  it  requires. 

The  department  of  health  will  receive  special  study,  for 
no  city  can  make  a prouder  claim  than  the  good  health  of  its 
people. 

The  Engineering,  Public  Buildings,  Highway,  Water  and 
Sanitary  Departments  are  all  in  intimate  contact  with  the 
people,  and  at  the  head  of  each  of  these  and  all  other  depart- 
ments I intend  to  name  men  of  character  and  ability. 

By  the  provisions  of  our  city  charter  the  Mayor  and  Presi- 
dent of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  are  members,  ex  officio,  of  the 
school  committee,  a responsibility  in  addition  to  that  of  pass- 
ing, in  their  executive  and  legislative  capacities,  on  the  annual 
budget  for  the  schools  and  the  erection  and  maintenance  of 
school  buildings.  My  purpose  shall  be,  as  far  as  my  school 
duties  are  concerned,  to  give  our  children  a well-rounded  educa- 
tion under  competent  teachers,  free  from  political  influence, 
and  amid  healthful  surroundings.  But  here,  as  in  all  other 
departments,  I would  be  remiss  in  my  duty  if  I did  not  watch 
with  apprehension  the  tendencj^  to  increase  expense.  Tf  taxes 
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are  to  he  reduced  without  curtailing  real  service  to  the  people 
ol  our  city  or  lowering  the  standard  of  education,  more  ellicient 
methods  must  he  employed,  and  a sharper  distinction  made 
hetween  what  is  necessary  and  what  is  expedient. 

The  City  is  facing  a great  many  suits  and  demands  from 
corporations  for  tax  ahatements  which  will  require  extensive 
2)reparation  in  order  that  the  City  may  he  properly  represented 
hy  expert  counsel.  I intend  to  furnish  all  the  necessary  assist- 
ance to  the  City  Solicitor  in  order  to  protect  the  rights  of  the 
City. 

Our  task  is  hard,  hut  the  duty  is  ours  and  the  way  is  clear. 
I am  deeply  grateful  to  the  voters  of  Somerville  for  conferring 
upon  me  the  honor  of  being  Chief  Executive  of  our  fair  city. 
I shall  walk  humbly,  but  I am  encouraged  beyond  measure  by 
the  expressions  of  confidence  and  good  will  from  people  in 
every  section  of  the  city.  To  justify  this  confidence  and  to  be 
worthy  of  their  trust  will  be  my  constant  endeavor.  May 
Almighty  God  give  us  the  courage,  strength  and  determination 
to  serve  righteously  this  noble  city;  and  may  we  with  single- 
ness of  purpose  work  in  harmony  to  give  Somerville  progres- 
sive, efficient  government. 

During  our  tenure  of  office  let  us  endeavor  to  so  conduct 
the  business  of  the  city  so  that  in  after  years,  if  the  citizens  of 
another  day,  looking  back  on  our  administration,  can  say  tliat 
Somerville  grew  in  civic  spirit  and  in  strength,  that  honest 
men  gave  honest  service,  and  that  the  people  of  the  city  were 
better  and  happier  because  of  our  contribution  to  its  govern- 
ment, can  desire  no  greater  reward.

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WATER  INCOME 

The  decrease  in  Water  Income  is  due  to  the  reduction  in 
the  water  rates  which  went  into  effect  February  1st.  The  rate 
on  the  first  300,000  cubic  feet  used  in  a month  was  reduced 
from  eighteen  cents  per  hundred  cubic  feet  to  sixteen  cents  per 
hundred  cubic  feet,  resulting  in  a saving  of  over  ^50^000  to 
water  consumers. 

PRESSURE  CONTROLLERS  AND  SHUT-OFFS 

A contract  was  awarded,  and  completed  during  the  year, 
to  the  Julian  D’Este  Sales  Corporation  of  Charlestown,  Massa- 
chusetts, to  furnish  and  install  three  thousand  Pressure  Con- 
trollers and  Shut-offs.  The  primary  purpose  of  these  valves  is 
to  reduce  and  control  the  water  main  pressure  to  a normal 
working  pressure  suitable  for  household  needs  so  that  water 
may  be  drawn  from  faucets  in  a full-bodied  stream  without 
splashing  and  noise  that  accompanies  uncontrolled  pressure; 
so  that  household  piping  will  not  be  strained ; so  that  faucets 
will  not  drip  and  washers  constantly  need  replacing.  This 
valve  will  give  life-time  service  and  will  result  in  many  savings 
to  the  water  consumer.

All  main  pipe  construction  during  the  year  193.5  was  com- 
pleted under  the  Emergency  Belief  Administration,  Works 
Progress  Administration,  and  the  Public  Works  Administra- 
tion. 


Over  7000  feet  of  12"  cast  iron  pipe  was  laid  under  P.W.A. 
Docket  Xo.  7636.  Anthony  Boss  & Sons  were  the  contractors. 

The  streets  laid  and  relaid  under  this  docket  were : Kim- 
ball, Lowell,  Crown,  Porter,  Glen,  and  .Joy  Streets. 

All  other  work  completed  under  the  E.  B.  A.  and  W.  P.  A. 
is  shown  in  the  preceding  table.

To  THE  Honorable  Mayor,  and  the  Board  of 
Aldermen  : 


Respectfully  the  Recreation  Commission  reports  that  the 
operation  of  the  service  under  the  Commission  during  the  year 
1935  has  been  beset  with  difficulties  and  impediments  that  are 
well-known  to  your  honorable  body.  These  conditions  underlie 
and  control  the  entire  procedure  of  this  Commission  during 
that  year,  and  also  the  operation  of  its  service.  Therefore  there 
seems  little  need  for  reporting  in  detail  the  affairs  of  the  Com- 
mission for  that  period. 

The  successive  curtailments  and  withdrawals  of  appropria- 
tions by  the  appropriating  body,  affecting  this  Commission, 
reached  a point,  during  1935,  which  amounts  to  an  undermin- 
ing of  what  had  been  previously  built  up  and  carried  on.  Mean- 
while, sponsorship  of  Recreation  projects  under  the  Federal 
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Emergency  Relief  Administration  and  Federal  Works  Progress 
Administration  continued.  The  appropriating  body  indicated 
its  intention,  and  actually  attempted  to  have  these  projects 
supplant  the  regular  Municipal  service — an  arrangement  which 
violates  the  arrangement  with  the  Federal  Government,  and  is 
not  calculated  to  serve  the  purposes  for  which  the  service 
exists  under  this  Commission. 

Those  workers  under  the  Municipal  service  who  have  been 
left  in  the  employ  of  the  Commission,  as  result  of  the  situation 
explained  above,  have  continued  as  hitherto  their  zealous  and 
efficient  work;  and  this  circumstance  has  been  the  saving  fea- 
ture of  the  1935  situation. 

The  Recreation  Commission  again  respectfully  recommends 
that  the  process  of  discontinuing  the  Commission’s  service  be 
stopped.

Annually  the  cellars  and  alleyways  of  the  city  are  ex- 
amined and  the  owners  of  the  property  where  unsanitary  con- 
ditions exist  are  required  to  remedy  the  same. 

RECORD  OF  LICENSES  AND  PERMITS  ISSUED 

GOATS  — One  application  was  received  for  a permit  to 
keep  three  goats,  which  was  granted.  The  fee  is  one  dollar  for 
each  goat. 
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HENS — Tliroe  applications  for  permits  to  keep  35  hens 
were  received  and  all  were  granted. 

GREASE — Seventeen  applications  were  received  for  per- 
mits to  collect  grease  which  were  granted.  The  fee  is  two 
dollars  for  each  team. 

MELTING  AND  RENDERING — Two  licenses  have  been 
granted  to  carry  on  the  business  of  melting  and  rendering  for 
which  a fee  of  one  dollar  is  charged. 

MASSAGE  AND  MANICURE  — 163  persons  have  been 
licensed  to  practice  massage  and  manicure.  The  fee  is  one 
dollar  for  each  license. 

SALE  OF  ALCOHOL — The  statutes  provide  that  no  per- 
son, firm  or  corporation  other  than  a registered  druggist  shall 
engage  in  the  business  of  manufacturing,  buying,  selling  or 
dealing  in  methyl  alcohol,  or  wood  alcohol  so-called  without 
being  licensed  so  to  do  by  the  Board  of  Health.  Under  the 
provisions  of  this  act  three  licenses  have  been  issued.  A fee  of 
one  dollar  was  received  for  each  license. 

BOTTLING  CARBONATED  BEVERAGES  — Chapter 
303,  Acts  of  1921  provides  that  no  person  shall  engage  in  the 
manufacturing  or  bottling  of  carbonated  non-alcoholic  bever- 
ages, soda  waters  and  mineral  and  spring  water  without  a 
permit  from  the  Board  of  Health.  Four  such  permits  were 
granted.  A fee  of  ten  dollars  being  charged  in  each  case. 

FROZEN  DESSERTS  AND  ICE  CREAM  MIX— Chapter 
373,  Acts  of  1934  provides  that  all  persons  manufacturing 
frozen  desserts  or  ice  cream  mix  must  obtain  a license  so  to  do 
from  the  Board  of  Health.  Under  the  provisions  of  the  above 
law,  eighteen  licenses  for  the  manufacture  of  frozen  desserts 
or  ice  cream  mix  were  granted  by  this  board.  The  fees  for 
such  licenses  shall  be  as  follows:  License  for  retail  manufac- 
turer, five  dollars  for  each  plant.  License  for  wholesale  manu- 
facturer, not  more  than  twenty-five  thousand  gallons,  not  less 
than  five  nor  more  than  twenty-five  dollars ; more  than  twenty- 
five  tliousand  but  not  more  than  one  hundred  thousand  gallons, 
fifty  dollars;  more  than  one  hundred  thousand  but  not  more 
than  two  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  gallons,  one  hundred 
dollars;  more  than  two  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  but  not

SALE  OF  FROZEN  DESSERTS  AND  ICE  CREAM  MIX 
— Regulation  109  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Health,  October  17, 
1934,  provides  that  no  person,  either  by  himself,  or  by  his 
servant  or  agent,  or  as  the  servant  or  agent  of  any  person, 
firm  or  corporation,  shall  have  in  his  custody  or  possession 
with  intent  to  sell,  or  to  offer  or  exjiose  for  sale,  or  to  deliver 
in  the  City  of  Somerville,  any  frozen  dessert  or  ice  cream  mix, 
without  first  obtaining  from  the  Board  of  Health  a permit 
authorizing  him  so  to  do.  Three  hundred  seventy-eiglit  such 
permits  were  granted  and  a fee  of  one  dollar  was  received  for 
each  permit. 

SALE  OF  POULTRY  — Regulation  110  adojited  by  the 
Board  of  Health  July  1,  1932,  provides  that  no  live  chickens, 
geese,  turkeys,  ducks  or  other  live  fowl  shall  be  brought  into 
or  kept,  or  held  or  offered  for  sale,  in  any  place  in  the  City  of 
Somerville,  and  no  person,  firm  or  corporation  shall  sell  or 
deliver  chickens,  geese,  turkeys,  ducks  or  other  live  foul  in 
the  City  of  Somerville  without  having  obtained  a permit  there- 
for from  the  Board  of  Health.  There  were  two  such  loermits 
granted. 

STABLES — No  person  has  the  legal  right  to  erect,  occupy 
or  use  any  building  in  this  city,  as  a stable,  without  obtaining 
a license  froPf  the  Board  of  Health  for  such  occupancy.  Each 
application  is  referred  to  the  Agent  of  this  Board  and  no 
license  is  granted  unless  all  regulations  of  the  Board  are  com- 
plied with.  There  was  one  application  received  for  occupancy 
of  a stable. 

BOARD  INFANTS  — Twenty  applications  having  been 
made  to  the  State  Department  of  Public  Welfare  for  licenses 
to  care  for  children  in  this  city  were  referred  to  this  board 
and  under  provisions  of  Chapter  119  of  the  General  Laws,  and 
all  but  one  was  approved. 

LYING-IN  HOSPITALS  — Two  applications  were  made 
to  the  State  Department  of  Public  Welfare  for  a license  to 
maintain  lying-in  hospitals  in  this  city,  were  referred  to  this 
board  under  the  provisions  of  Section  71,  of  Chapter  111  of 
the  General  Laws,  and  were  approved.

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DISEASES  DANGEROUS  TO  THE  PUBLIC  HEALTH 

This  board  has  adjudged  that  the  diseases  known  as 
actinomycosis,  anterior  poliomyelitis,  anthrax,  Asiatic  cholera, 
cerebro-spinal  meningitis,  chicken  pox,  diphtheria,  dog  bite, 
dysentery,  German  measles,  glanders,  hookworm  disease,  in- 
fections <lisease  of  the  eye,  leprosy,  malaria,  measles,  mnmps, 
pellagra,  plague,  pneumonia  (lobar  only),  rabies,  scarlet  fever, 
septic  sore  throat,  small  pox,  tetanus,  trichinosis,  tuberculosis 
(all  forms),  typhoid  fever,  whooping  cough,  yellow  fever,  are 
infections  and  dangerous  to  the  public  health  and  safety  within 
the  meaning  of  the  statutes.  Physicians  are  required  to  report 
immediately  to  the  board  every  case  of  eitlier  of  these  diseases 
coming  under  their  care  and  postal  cards  conveniently  printed 
and  addressed  are  supplied  to  them  for  the  purpose.  On  receii)t 
of  a card  from  a physician,  the  principal  of  the  school  in  the 
district  in  which  the  patient  resides  and  the  State  Board  of 
Health  are  notified.

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MEDICAL  INSPECTION  OF  SCHOOLS 

Tlie  medical  inspection  of  the  schools  of  Somer^dlle  wliich 
was  instituted  in  December,  1907,  has  been  continued  during 
the  year.  Tlie  value  of  the  system  has  been  constantly  demon- 
strated and  the  work  has  been  done  in  a very  satisfactory  man- 
ner. There  has  been  harmony  of  action  between  the  Board  of 
Healtli  and  the  school  board,  the  school  principals,  and  teachers 
have  very  generally  cooperated  with  the  inspectors  in  making 
the  system  as  successful  as  possible. 

The  inspectors  are  required  to  make  daily  visits  to  the 
schools  under  their  charge,  and  to  them  are  referred  all  chil- 
dren who  show  evidences  of  disease  or  abnormal  conditions. 
Children  who  are  found  to  be  unfit  to  remain  in  school  are 
sent  home,  accompanied  by  a slip  properly  filled  out  advising 
that  the  family  physician  be  consulted.  The  inspectors  also 
make  an  annual  inspection  of  all  the  children  in  the  schools 
and  any  defects  discovered  are  called  to  the  attention  of  the 
parents.  Monthly  inspections  of  the  school  buildings  and 
premises  are  made  and  suggestions  or  criticisms  are  referred 
to  the  proper  authorities.  Every  effort  is  made  to  protect  the 
health  of  the  children  and  cooperate  with  the  parents  in  keep- 
ing the  children  in  as  normal  a condition  as  possible.  In  ac- 
cordance with  provisions  of  the  statute,  tests  of  sight  and 
liearing  are  made  by  the  principals  and  teachers.

INFANT  HYGIENE  CLINICS 

During  the  past  year  under  the  supervision  of  this  board, 
clinics  have  been  held  every  Tuesda}^  afternoon  at  the  Hanscom 
Schoolhouse,  every  Wednesday  afternoon  at  the  Hodgkins 
Schoolhouse  and  every  Friday  afternoon  at  the  Bingham 
Schoolhouse  except  when  the  days  were  holidays. 

The  average  weekly  attendance  at  the  Hanscom  School- 
house  was  32  at  the  Bingham  Schoolhouse  33,  and  at  the  Hodg- 
kins Schoolhouse  37.  The  attendance  for  the  year  at  these 
clinics  was  4775. 

This  work  is  of  inestimable  value  and  the  results  are  very 
far  reaching.

TUBERCULOSIS 

During  1935  there  were  16  deaths  from  Tuberculosis,  all 
of  which  were  of  the  pulmonary  type. 

All  patients  ill  with  the  disease  coming  to  the  attention  of 
the  board  have  either  been  supervised  at  their  homes  by  the 
public  health  nurses,  or  have  been  placed  in  sanatoria  when 
such  treatment  was  needed. 

Twelve  emergency  cases  of  tuberculosis  have  been  admitted 
temporarily  to  the  Contagious  Hospital  while  waiting  for  their 
admission  to  the  Middlesex  County  Sanatorium  at  Waltham. 

The  tuberculosis  ward  at  the  Contagious  Hospital  was 
opened  from  July  1,  1935  to  September  4,  1935,  as  a Pre- 
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ventoriiiiii  for  cliiUlren  who  were  undernourished  or  lived  in 
families  where  tuberculosis  existed. 

During  this  time  93  children  were  residents  at  the  Pre- 
ventorium for  a total  of  1007  days,  the  average  stay  being  12 
days.  Much  good  was  accomplished  among  these  children, 
marked  improvement  being  observed  in  their  physical  condi- 
tion, and  it  should  be  maintained  each  summer. 

diphtheria'  immunization 

The  diphtheria  immunization  program  authorized  by  the 
Board  in  the  early  part  of  the  year  was  carried  out  and  applied 
to  two  groups  of  children.  The  first  group  were  among  school 
children  up  to  the  Junior  High  grade,  and  after  an  extensive 
program  carried  on  with  the  assistance  of  the  School  Commit- 
tee, it  was  completed  during  the  month  of  June.  The  prelimin- 
ary arrangements  were  perfected  by  the  school  nurses  who 
obtained  the  consent  of  the  parents,  and  was  performed  by 
the  school  inspectors.  Eleven  clinics  were  held  at  convenient 
school  houses  and  4,851  children  were  inoculated,  representing 
over  50%  of  the  children  attending  these  grades. 

The  second  groui)  of  children  inoculated  were  those  of  the 
age  period  from  six  months  to  six  years.  In  carrying  out  this 
program  the  city  was  divided  into  ten  districts  and  ten  nurses 
and  ten  doctors  employed  to  perform  the  inoculations.  The 
program  was  for  each  nurse  to  visit  every  family  in  her  area 
and  ascertain  first,  the  number  of  children  of  this  group  age, 
second,  the  number  of  children  to  be  inoculated  and  third,  the 
number  of  children  whose  parents  wished  the  work  performed 
by  their  family  physician.  On  Saturday  morning  during  the 
month  of  October  these  families  were  visited  by  the  nurse  and 
doctor  and  the  inoculations  performed.  In  order  to  speed  up 
the  work,  five  clinics  were  established  in  convenient  parts  of 
the  city  and  parents  were  urged  to  bring  their  children  to 
these  clinics  for  inoculation.  As  a result  of  this  survey  21,34J 
families  were  visited  in  which  it  was  found  that  there  were 
5,970  children  of  this  age  group  with  the  request  from  the 
parents  that  3,877  would  be  inoculated,  and  552  referred  to 
the  family  physician.  As  a result  of  this  study  3,178  children 
were  inoculated,  making  a grand  total  of  8,029  children  im- 
munized in  the  two  groups. 

In  performing  this  immunization  alum  precipitated  toxoid 
in  a single  dose  was  used  and  it  was  reported  that  it  was  the 
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first  large  group  of  children  inoculated  in  this  State  with  this 
product.  It  was  observed  that  children  of  the  older  group  had 
a larger  percentage  of  reactions  than  of  the  pre-school  group, 
but  none  of  the  reactions  were  serious.

Gentlemen : 

In  submitting  my  fifth  annual  report  for  the  Division  of 
Dental  Hygiene  in  the  City  of  Somerville,  I wish  to  state,  that 
upon  examination  of  over  12,000  school  children,  certain  signs 
of  progress  are  now  being  realized,  particularly  in  the  upper 
three  grades  of  the  elementary  schools.  It  is  still  true  that 
about  00%  of  the  school  children  of  the  first  three  grades  of 
elementary  school  require  dental  treatment,  nevertheless  the 
foundation  which  we  have  laid  in  their  early  school  life  is  now 
beginning  to  show  an  active  result  in  the  pupils  of  the  upper 
grades.  It  is  very  uncommon  now  to  find  a mouth  filled  witli 
carious  teeth  and  infectious  conditions  in  the  upper  three 
elementary  grades  and  this  in  itself  is  very  gratifying  to  those 
who  have  labored  to  achieve  results. 

Tlie  Division  of  Dental  Hygiene  is  chiefly  interested  in 
the  School  Children  of  the  City  but  it  has  also  been  of  great 
help  and  service  to  our  unfortunate  citizens  and  their  depend- 
ents by  the  establishment  and  the  equipping  of  the  Bow  Street 
Clinic.  At  this  clinic,  adult  patients  who  are  receiving  aid 
from  Welfare,  Soldiers’  Relief  and  the  Government  Agencies 
receive  expert  medical  and  dental  treatment  daily. 

The  following  report  covers  the  activities  of  the  Division 
of  Dental  Hygiene  in  Somerville,  for  the  year  1935.

Gentlemen : 

The  following  is  my  report  for  the  year  ending  December 
31,  1935: 


In  the  year  of  1935  there  were  333  dogs  reported  to  have 
bitten  people.  The  total  number  of  calls  were  666.  The  dog 
bites  have  been  very  prevalent  in  all  communities.  As  a result 
of  the  publicity  of  rabies  the  work  has  been  increasingly 
heavier  each  corresponding  year. 

In  December  1934  there  were  three  cases  of  rabies  exposing 
many  people  and  from  January  1,  to  March  17,  1935,  there 
were  a total  of  five  cases  of  rabies  in  dogs.  In.  order  to  check 
the  spread  of  this  highly  communicable  disease  in  dogs,  there 
was  enacted  an  ordinance  restraining  dogs  except  those  who 
were  inoculated  against  rabies.  During  the  first  four  days  in 
April  there  were  inoculated  1535  dogs  in  our  city  rabies  clinic. 
The  results  were  perfect  as  there  has  not  been  a single  case  of 
rabies  in  our  city  since  the  inoculation,  whereas  it  has  been 
raging  in  some  communities  nearby.  In  order  to  continue  our 
perfect  record  it  is  recommended  that  this  inoculation  of  dogs 
be  continued  each  year  as  that  is  the  period  for  which  we 
receive  the  immunity  after  the  dogs  have  been  inoculated.

Gentlemen : 

During  the  year  six  hundred  and  ninety-nine  stores  were 
licensed  to  sell  milk,  eighty  dealers  were  licensed  to  distribute 
milk  and  one  hundred  twenty-one  stores  were  registered  to 
sell  oleomargarine.  Eight  dealers  located  in  Somerville  are 
licensed  to  operate  a milk  pasteurizing  plant.  Seven  dealers 
sell  cream  exclusively.  Twenty-eight  dealers  purchase  bottled 
pasteurized  milk  for  distribution.  One  out-of-town  dealer  sells 
raw  milk  from  tuberculin  tested  cows.  Two  dealers  sell  raw 
certified  milk  and  three  dealers  handle  pasteurized  certified 
milk.  Two  dealers  handle  raw  and  pasteurized  Vitamin  D milk. 
Three  dealers  sell  Irradiated  Pasteurized  milk.  One  dealer  has 
discontinued  business.  An  average  of  35,000  quarts  of  milk 
and  1300  quarts  of  cream  were  distributed  daily  in  Somerville 
according  to  records  submitted  by  the  dealers.

During  1935  license  fees  and  fees  for  analyses  amounted 
to  12,139.50.  There  were  in  1935,  9,157  laboratory  examina- 
tions. Sediment  and  microscopical  examinations  were  carried 
ont  as  routine  and  the  Eednctase  Test  applied  as  occasion 
demanded. 


As  in  previous  years  it  has  been  the  policy  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Milk  Inspection  to  seize  original  packages,  that  is 
pints  or  quarts  of  milk,  of  each  grade,  from  each  dealer,  each 
month,  and  analyze  for  food  value  (fats  and  solids)  and  cleanli- 
ness (bacterial  count  and  sediment)  and  examine  microscopic- 
ally for  types  of  bacteria. 


During  the  current  year  owing  to  a reduced  budget  and  a 
lack  of  transportation  facilities  the  work  of  collecting  samples 
was  again  somewhat  curtailed. 


CREAM  FROM  DISTANT  POINTS 

During  1935  there  have  been  five  additional  permits  issued 
to  creameries  located  at  a distance  from  New  England  to  ship 
cream  into  Somerville  as  New  England  is  unable  to  supply 
sufficient  cream  for  Massachusetts  needs.  These  certificates 
are  issued  after  the  dealer  has  filed  with  this  department  a 
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questionnaire  properly  filled  out  which  assures  this  depart- 
ment that  the  plant  is  equipped  and  processes  the  cream  ac- 
cording to  Massachusetts  standards.  This  questionnaire  is 
accompanied  by  a voucher  from  the  state  or  city  department 
which  supervises  the  sanitary  conditions  at  the  plant  and 
approves  the  source  of  supply. 

I wish  at  this  time  to  pay  my  tribute  to  my  predecessor 
in  office,  Mr.  Herbert  E.  Bowman,  who  severed  his  connection 
with  the  department  on  December  31,  1934,  by  resignation. 
During  his  service  as  inspector  for  over  a quarter  of  a century 
this  department  was  developed,  under  his  supervision,  into 
one  of  the  most  efficient  in  the  state  and  the  value  of  its  leader 
was  recognized  by  the  International  and  Massachusetts  As- 
sociations of  Milk  Inspectors  who  elected  him  to  the  presi- 
dency of  both  bodies.

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water  which  the  Metropolitan  District  Commission  is  striving 
to  accomplish.  The  growing  tendency  to  occupy  all  land  to 
its  fullest  extent  with  houses,  garages,  granolithic  drives  and 
walks,  combined  with  the  paved  or  bituminous  streets  which 
prevail,  has  reduced  the  soakage  area  to  the  extent  that  the 
consequent  increased  run-off  during  storms  is  a heavy  tax 
upon  the  capacity  of  the  sewers.  It  is  therefore  advisable  to 
extend  the  storm  drain  system  as  fast  as  finances  permit, 
particularly  in  the  North  Somerville  District  into  Two  Penny 
Brook,  West  Somerville  District  into  Tannery  Brook,  and 
Winter  Hill  District  into  the  Mystic  River,  thus  relieving  the 
combined  sewerage  system  of  much  surface  water.  The  city’s 
drainage  problems  will  be  simplified  with  every  move  in  this 
direction.  The  territory  in  general  west  of  Cedar  Street  drains 
to  Alewife  Brook  through  a tributary  known  as  Tannery  Brook 
which  has  been  replaced  by  pipe  and  conduits.

A permanent  force  of  men,  varying  in  number  from  twelve 
to  fifteen,  and  city  trucks,  are  kept  continually  at  work,  flush- 
ing, cleaning  and  repairing  the  city’s  drainage  system,  includ- 
ing catch  basins,  the  expense  necessarily  increasing  yearly  as 
sewers,  storm  drains  and  catch  basins  are  added  to  the  system, 
and  the  distance  increased  to  the  dumping  places,  only  two  of 
which  are  available  at  present. 

The  scarcity  of  dumping  places  has  confronted  the  city 
for  some  time  and  various  schemes  have  been  considered  for 
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TliicicMit  and  economical  methods  of  disposal,  bnt  no  plan  has 
been  adopted. 

Tlie  drainage  system,  built  as  recinired  by  the  growth  of 
the  city,  is  composed  of  units  of  dilferent  type  and  age.  Re- 
pairs, additions  and  alterations  due  to  deterioration  or  chang- 
ing conditions  are  necessary  very  frecpiently. 

Fifty-nine  permits  have  been  issued  for  private  drain  con- 
nections from  buildings  to  sewers  or  storm  drains,  thirty-six 
of  these  being  for  repairs,  alterations  or  extensions.  All  work 
is  done  subject  to  inspection  by  this  department. 

Many  of  the  repairs  and  alterations  were  made  necessary 
by  the  growth  of  tree  roots  into  the  private  drain  pipe.  In 
several  cases,  these  private  drains  were  relaid  with  iron  pipe 
and  leadite  or  similar  joints ; which  type  of  construction  is 
recommended  by  this  department  in  districts  where  trees  are 
found. 

Only  persons  that  are  licensed  as  drain  layers  by  the  city, 
and  who  have  given  satisfactory  bonds  are  permitted  to  lay 
and  repair  private  drains. 

Data  concerning  each  drain  connection  with  the  public 
sewer  is  on  file  in  this  office,  and  time  and  expense  could  be 
saved  by  the  owner,  by  applying  directly  to  this  department 
for  iinestigation  and  advice,  where  trouble  exists. 

Many  car  track  catch  basins  and  underground  conduit 
manholes  built  by  public  service  corporations  have  been  con- 
nected with  the  city’s  drainage  system. 

A special  ordinance  should  be  enacted  to  enforce  a better 
system  of  grease  traps  in  the  premises  of  some  of  the  larger 
manufacturing  plants  and  rendering  companies  to  prevent 
large  amounts  of  grease  and  waste  products  from  escaping  into 
city  sewer  mains  and  partially  blocking  sections  of  sewers  as 
has  occurred  at  various  times. 

There  are  to  date  about  18,506  private  drain  connections 
with  tlie  city’s  drainage  system. 

PARKS  AND  PLAYGROUNDS  DIVISION 

This  division  has  the  control  and  maintenance  of  seventeen 
parcels  of  land  (about  75  acres),  laid  out  as  parks  and  recrea- 
tion playgrounds  in  about  equal  proportions. 
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These  areas  if  completely  fleveloi)ed  would  comjiare  favor- 
abl}'  with  other  cities  in  the  vicinity.

The  city  has  become  so  densely  populated  (averaging 
nearly  26,000  people  a square  mile)  that  some  of  the  larger 
park  areas  should  be  more  extensively  utilized  for  public 
recreation  and  physical  training  purposes.  On  several  of  the 
playfields  concrete  buildings  should  be  constructed,  additional 
apparatus  and  shelters  provided  and  some  of  the  smaller  play- 
ground areas  should  be  enclosed  by  wire  fencing  for  protec- 
tion. 
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Tlie  work  of  enlarging-,  equipping  and  manning  our  parks 
and  playgronnds  and  the  acquiring  of  new  areas  for  play- 
grounds should  be  extended  as  rapidly  as  finances  will  per- 
mit. A definite  i)lan  of  action  should  be  developed  for  the 
above  so  that  the  work  may  be  done  in  a systematic  and  pro- 
gressive manner. 

In  certain  localities  of  the  city  well  lighted  playgrounds 
should  be  maintained  during  the  summer  evenings  for  the 
young  men  and  women  who  are  obliged  to  work  in  the  day 
time.  Special  equipment  and  apparatus  should  be  installed 
for  night  use. 

Previous  reports  are  respectfully  referred  to  for  sugges- 
tions and  recommendations  for  improvement  of  park  and  play- 
ground areas.

ORDINANCES  NO.  197 

An  Ordinance  Amending  Ordinance  known  as 
Traffic  Regulations 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Somerville, 
as  follows:  — 

Section  1.  Ordinance  known  as  Traffic  Regulations,  ordained  in 
Board  of  Aldermen  July  25,  1929,  approved  by  the  Mayor  July  26,  1929, 
and  approved  September  4,  1929,  by  the  Department  of  Public  Works, 
is  hereby  amended  by  adding  a new  section  known  as  Section  10  under 
heading  “Traffic  Signs  and  Signals.” 

Section  10.  “Obedience  to  Isolated  Stop  Signs. 

Every  driver  of  a vehicle,  railway  car,  or  other  conveyance  approach- 
ing an  intersection  of  ways  where  there  exists  facing  him  an  official 
sign,  bearing  the  word  “Stop”  and  authorized  by  this  section,  said  sign 
having  apart  from  this  regulation  the  written  approval  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Works,  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  and  such  ap- 
proval being  in  effect,  shall,  before  proceeding  through  the  intersec- 
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tion,  bring  such  vehicle,  railway  car,  or  other  conveyance  to  a complete 
stop  at  such  point  as  may  be  clearly  marked  by  a sign  or  line,  or  if  a 
point  is  not  so  marked,  then  at  a place  between  the  said  “Stop”  sign 
and  the  nearer  line  of  the  street  intersection.  In  the  case  of  a line  of 
two  or  more  vehicles  approaching  such  ‘Stop’  sign,  the  drivers  of  the 
second  and  third  vehicles  in  line  in  any  group  shall  not  be  required  to 
stop  more  than  once  before  proceeding  through  the  intersection.  This 
section  shall  not  apply  when  the  traffic  is  otherwise  directed  by  an 
officer  or  by  a lawful  traffic  regulating  sign,  signal  or  device.” 

Section  2.  This  ordinance  will  take  effect  upon  its  passage,  and 
approval  by  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  Commonwealth  of  Mass- 
achusetts. 


Section  3.  In  accordance  with  the  foregoing,  the  erection  and  main- 
tenance of  an  official  “stop”  sign  or  signs  are  authorized  so  as  to  face:  — 
East  and  westbound  drivers  on  Derl)y  Street  at  Grant  Street;  East 
and  westbound  drivers  on  Jaques  Street  at  Grant  Street;  Northeast 
and  southwestbound  drivers  on  Wheatland  Street  at  Jaques  Street.

An  Ordinance  Regulating  the  Conduction  and  Authorization  of 
any  game  known  as  Beano,  Bingo,  or  any  game  of  like  nature 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Somerville,

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Section  1.  No  person  or  organization  shall  conduct  or  authorize 
any  person  to  conduct  for  him  or  them,  in  this  City,  any  game  known 
as  Beano,  Bingo,  or  a game  of  like  nature  unless  the  entire  proceeds 
shall  be  turned  over  to  some  specilic  charity,  or  used  for  the  main- 
tenance of  a recognized  charity,  and  operated  under  the  direct  super- 
vision of  the  person  or  organization  conducting  it.  At  no  time  shall 
any  so  called  promoter  be  allowed  to  conduct  or  take  active  part  in 
said  game. 

Section  2.  No  officer  or  official  of  the  City  of  Somerville  shall  give 
or  attempt  to  give  any  person  or  organization  a permit  to  conduct  any 
such  game  unless  the  above  provisions  are  agreed  to. 

Section  3.  Any  person  or  organization  violating  any  of  the  provi- 
sions of  this  ordinance  shall  be  liable  to  a penalty  not  exceeding  $20.00 
for  each  offence. 


Section  4.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.

Gentlemen : 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  City  Charter,  I 
submit  herewith  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Public  Buildings 
Department  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1935. 

The  total  valuation  of  the  property  which  is  in  the  cus* 
tody  of  the  Public  Buildings  Department  is  approximatelv 
$^6,000,000. 

The  total  cost  for  the  year  1935  for  the  care  and  mainten- 
ance of  tlie  property  was  $289,823. 14. 

This  amount  was  expended  as  follows : 
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INSPECTION  OF  BUILDINGS 

Tlie  Commissioner  of  Public  Buildings  is  also  the  inspector 
of  buildings  according  to  the  terms  of  the  charter.

The  total  estimated  cost  of  new  buildings  and  alterations 
during  the  year  1935  was  |299, 908.00,  while  the  estimated  cost 
in  1934  was  |255,939.00. 

The  total  number  of  permits  issued  during  the  year  1935, 
viz.  321,  was  41  less  than  during  the  year  1934  when  362  per- 
mits for  new  buildings  and  alterations  were  issued. 

The  Commissioner  has  under  his  charge  and  direction  the 
work  of  maintenance  and  upkeep  of  the  eight-five  public  build- 
ings of  the  city  and  the  grounds  in  connection  therewith,  all 
janitors  in  the  city^s  employ,  a force  of  mechanics  who  per- 
form the  work  of  keeping  all  buildings  in  repair,  the  inspection 
of  installation  and  care  of  all  elevators,  the  supervision  of 
construction  of  all  new  municipal  buildings,  the  maintenance 
of  the  public  bathing  beach  and  public  municipal  baths  in  the 
Bennett  and  Bingham  Schools,  and  the  Lincoln  Park  and 
Glen  Street  Playground. 
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ELEVATORS 

According  to  an  act  of  the  Legislature,  the  Building  Com- 
missioner is  required  to  have  every  elevator  in  the  city  in- 
spected yearly,  and  a report  of  the  conditions  and  necessary 
repairs  made  to  the  Public  Safety  Department,  State  House, 
Boston. 

Plans  and  specifications  of  all  new  installations  of  eleva- 
tors must  be  filed  in  this  office  and  certificates  of  approval 
granted  by  the  Commissioner.  There  was  one  new  elevator 
installed  during  the  year  1935. 

SCHOOL  BUILDINGS 

The  maintenance  and  care  of  the  school  buildings,  as  for- 
merly, demanded  the  most  vigilant  attention  from  this  depart- 
ment and  the  appropriation  made  for  that  purpose  I believe 
has  been  expended  carefully  and  judiciously. 

A brief  list  of  unusual  repairs  made  to  school  buildings 
follows : 


BAXTER  SCHOOL 

A retaining  wall  was  constructed  on  lot  lines  of  this 
school  yard  with  a 6-foot  Chain  Link  Fence  erected  on  same. 
The  yard  was  regraded  and  resurfaced  to  drain  yard  to  street. 
Building  was  repointed,  hashing  and  copper  cornice  renewed, 
roof  repaired,  back  water  trap  installed,  fire  and  corridor  bells 
remodeled,  separate  heating  plant  to  accommodate  toilet  rooms 
installed,  all  outside  woodwork  painted  and  three  rooms 
painted  inside. 


BINGHAM  SCHOOL 

A retaining  wall  was  constructed  on  one  side  of  lot  and 
6-foot  Chain  Link  Fence  erected  thereon.  The  balance  of  fence 
on  lot  line  was  renewed  in  wood.  One  half  of  school  yard  was 
resurfaced  and  concrete  drive  to  coal  bins  installed. 

The  entire  building  was  repointed  all  interior  walls,  ceil- 
ings and  woodwork  refinished.  Fire  escapes  on  both  ends  of 
building  constructed  and  installed.  Fire  Alarm  and  corridor 
bell  system  remodeled.  Auditorium  and  stage  remodeled 
Plumbing,  steam  and  electric  installations  remodeled,  and  sky- 
lights renewed.  A few  of  the  floors  were  renewed.  Three  sides 
of  building  were  sandblasted.  This  building  is  now  in  perfect 
condition  from  a sanitary  and  safety  viewpoint.  Its  appear- 
ance has  improved  tremendously. 
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CARR  SCHOOL 

Ketaiiiiiig  wall  on  lot  line  constructed  and  d-foot  Chain 
Link  Fence  installed  thereon.  Fifty  per  cent  of  yard  resur- 
faced. Considerable  repairs  were  made  to  roof,  gutters  and 
conductor  pipes,  also  an  incinerator  installed.  Basement 
painted,  new  Ward  room  installed,  old  toilet  rooms  remodeled. 
Floors  in  Basement  repaired  and  general  repairs  made  to 
building.  New  doors  installed  in  Atherton  Street  end,  yard 
entrance  South  Side  and  coal  door  in  basement.  This  build- 
ing is  now  in  excellent  repair. 

CUTLER  SCHOOL 

General  alterations  and  repairs  included  repointing  ex- 
terior brick  walls.  Cap  stone  and  parrapet  walls  removed  and 
reset.  Twelve  square  yards  of  Granolithic  walk  constructed. 
All  corridors  painted  three  coats.  Four  rooms  painted  three 
coats.  Doors,  windows  and  floors  repaired.  Twenty  stair 
treads  renewed.  A total  of  116  square  yards  roof  renewed. 
Two  new  motors  for  ventilation  system  installed.  One  hundred 
eighty-three  lin.  feet  Chain  Link  Fence  erected.  Rail  Guards 
on  both  sides  of  buttresses  installed.  All  Boys’  Toilet  rooms 
completely  renewed  and  rooms  refinished. 

DURELL  SCHOOL 

Entire  Yard  resurfaced. 

FORSTER  SCHOOL  AND  ANNEX 

Entire  yard  resurfaced.  Retaining  wall  and  cement  drive- 
way for  coal  trucks  constructed.  One  hundred  seventy-five  lin. 
feet  fence  erected.  Foundation  walls  repointed. 

GLINES  SCHOOL 

Entire  yard  resurfaced,  chimneys  rebuilt,  extensive  re- 
pointing, new  gutters  and  conductors.  Entire  inside  of  build- 
ing cleaned  and  painted  three  coats.  Roof  repaired,  approxim- 
ately 5500  square  feet  of  floor  renewed,  air  vents  repaired,  and 
main  steam  return  in  basement  renewed. 

GRIMMONS  SCHOOL 

Approximately  1 500  square  yards  area  of  lot  surfaced  with 
Hot  Top.  Four  hundred  lin.  feet  of  Chain  Link  Fence  erected 
on  new  retaining  wall,  and  concrete  drives  and  walks  installed. 
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HIGHLAND  SCHOOL 

Entire  yard  resurfaced.  Areaway  between  school  and 
toilet  building  (Girls’  side)  enclosed  to  permit  access  to  toilets 
without  material  change  in  temperature. 

KNAPP  SCHOOL 

All  chimneys  rebuilt.  Koof  repaired  and  snow  guards  re- 
newed. Brick  walls  repointed  and  fence  rebuilt.  Two  rooms 
remodeled.  Plumbing  installation  repaired  and  Electrical  in- 
stallation remodeled. 


LOWE  SCHOOL 

Extensive  repairs  to  building  and  improvements  to  yard 
have  been  started  and  are  now  well  underway. 

MORSE  SCHOOL 

Yard  regraded,  retaining  wall  constructed  and  fence 
erected.  Storm  drain  installed  and  two  catch  basins  con- 
structed. Concerete  steps  constructed  at  Entrance  to  build- 
ing. Entire  yard  surfaced  and  two  three-swing  outfits  in- 
stalled in  yard. 


PRESCOTT  & SOUTHV^/ORTH  SCHOOL 

Entire  yard  surfaced,  and  concrete  driveways  installed. 
Four  hundred  lin.  feet  of  Chain  Link  Fence  erected.  Ketaining 
walls  were  built  as  required. 

FIRE  STATIONS 

Engine  2: 

Old  floor  removed  and  new  reenforced  concrete  floor  in- 
stalled. Plumbing  and  Electrical  installation  remodeled. 

Engine  3: 

Old  floor  removed  and  a new  reenforced  concrete  floor 
installed.  Plumbing  and  Electrical  installations  remodeled. 
A new  truss  to  secure  upper  floor  (upon  removal  of  partition 
on  first  floor)  installed.  Boiler  pit  was  water-proofed  and 
entire  steam  installation  thoroughly  overhauled.  Entire  in- 
terior of  building  painted. 

Engine  6: 

Doors  renewed. 
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Engine  a: 

Pointing,  roof  repairs  and  doors  renewed.  Building  re- 
modeled to  accommodate  additional  piece  of  apparatus.  Plumb- 
ing and  Electrical  work  remodeled. 

CITY  INFIRMARY 

Ground  improved  by  the  installation  of  Hot  Top  drives 
and  concrete  walks.  Electrical  and  plumbing  installations 
were  to  be  remodeled  completely  and  work  on  this  item  is  well 
underway.  The  old  wooden  balcony  adjoining  Hospital  ward 
was  removed  and  a concrete  balcony  installed.  The  wooden 
floor  in  barn  was  removed  and  reenforced  concrete  floor  in- 
stalled. Greenhouse  was  repaired  and  painted. 

CONTAGIOUS  HOSPITAL 

The  roof  on  tuberculosis  building  was  renewed  and  repairs 
made  to  roof  of  Main  building. 

EAST  SOMERVILLE  BRANCH  LIBRARY 

The  steam  heating  unit  in  this  building  was  remodeled  and 
is  now  in  satisfactory  condition. 

BULLETIN  BOARDS 

Sixty-two  Bulletin  boards  were  erected  in  various  sections 
of  the  City  to  enable  the  Election  commissioners  to  post  their 
polling  lists  and  other  city  and  state  notices. 

POWDER  HOUSE  PARK 

A new  field  house  of  stone  construction  is  now  nearing 
completion  in  this  park. 

BATH  HOUSE  — SHORE  DRIVE 

The  two  old  ells  on  this  building  were  demolished,  the 
balance  of  structure  moved  to  a better  location  on  beach,  two 
new  ells  constructed  of  brick,  facilities  enlarged  and  a brick 
veneer  installed  around  old  structure.  The  beach  was  thor- 
oughly cleaned  and  several  hundred  ton  of  beach  sand  spread 
over  entire  beach.  A diving  board  and  two  life  guard  chairs 
were  installed.  The  general  appearance  and  usefulness  of 
beach  and  facilities  were  very  much  improved. 
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RECOMMENDATIONS 

This  department  recommends  that  during  the  course  of 
the  year  the  Northeastern  Junior  High  School  be  increased  by 
at  least  twelve  class  rooms;  the  Highland  and  Burns  schools 
be  combined  and  that  a fourteen  class  room  building  be  erected 
in  their  place;  the  Lincoln  School  be  torn  down  and  a new 
building  erected  in  a new  location;  that  a committee  consist- 
ing of  members  of  the  School  Committee  and  Board  of  Aider- 
men  in.  conjunction  with  this  department  carefully  study  the 
conditions  of  the  remainder  of  the  school  buildings  and  that 
extensive  W.  P.  A.  projects  be  incorporated  to  relieve  the  con- 
ditions that  now  exists. 


IN  GENERAL 

All  of  the  work  for  the  year  1935  was  under  the  direction 
of  the  former  Building  Commissioner,  William  J.  Sullivan. 

This  department  wishes  to  acknowledge  with  gratitude 
the  cooperation  of  the  City  Government,  the  School  Officials, 
tlie  Federal  Government,  E.  K.  A.  and  W.  P.  A.,  the  other  City 
Departments  and  His  Honor,  the  Mayor.

Gentlemen : 

I respectfully  submit  the  sixtieth  annual  report,  contain- 
ing a brief  summary  of  the  work  performed  by  the  Highway 
Department,  during  the  year  1935,  with  recommendations  for 
necessary  additions  the  coming  year. 

This  department  has  charge  of  the  construction,  altera- 
tions, repair,  maintenance  and  management  of  ways,  streets, 
sidewalks  and  bridges ; the  setting  out  and  care  of  shade  trees ; 
the  suppression  of  gypsy  and  brown  tail  moths,  elm  leaf  beetles 
and  other  pests  injurious  to  trees ; and  cleaning  and  watering 
of  the  streets.

SNOW  AND  ICE 

All  streets  were  plowed  and  opened  for  traffic,  snow  was 
removed  from  the  principal  business  centers,  also  around  all 
public  buildings  and  grounds.  Special  requests  for  funerals, 
weddings  and  other  occasions  were  given  prompt  attention. 
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Owing  to  so  few  available  dumping  places  for  the  disposal  of 
the  snow,  it  is  necessary  to  make  long  hauls  from  some  parts 
of  the  city,  which  delays  the  work  unless  a large  force  of 
extra  men  and  trucks  are  hired.  I recommend  that  better 
dumping  facilities  be  provided  to  save  this  extra  large  expense. 

Warning  signs  were  erected  on  streets  where  coasting  was 
allowed  and  ashes  spread  at  the  foot  of  the  hills  for  the  pro- 
tection of  the  public.  Icy  and  slippery  streets  and  sidewalks 
were  made  safe  as  possible. 

SIDEWALKS  MAINTENANCE 

Police  and  public  reports  pertaining  to  all  kinds  of  de- 
fective sidewalks  were  given  prompt  attention.  General  repairs 
were  made  on  brick  and  granolithic  sidewalks,  edgestones 
reset  and  gutters  relaid.  The  dirt  sidewalks  were  graded  and 
filled. 

^18,116.11  was  expended  on  Sidewalks  Maintenance. 

STREET  CLEANING 

All  streets  are  thoroughly  cleaned  during  the  year.  The 
public  squares  and  business  sections  receive  daily  attention. 
Special  requests  and  rejiorts  of  dirty  streets  were  promptly 
attended  to. 

^34,200.00  was  expended  for  Street  Cleaning. 

SUPPRESSION  OF  MOTHS 

This  department  cares  for  and  inspects  all  trees,  both 
public  and  private,  in  regard  to  moths  and  other  tree  pests. 
Gypsy  and  Satin  moth  nests  were  painted  with  creosote. 
Tussock,  Tent  and  Brown  Tail  moth  nests  were  destroyed. 

The  department  should  be  equipped  with  a new  motor 
power  sprayer  to  do  efficient  work. 

82,3G9.02  was  expended  for  Suppression  of  Moths. 


CARE  OF  TREES 

The  majority  of  the  public  trees  in  the  city  are  in  good 
condition.  Many  of  the  old  and  unsightly  trees  have  been  re- 
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moved  and  replaced  by  new  ones,  others  have  been  trimmed 
and  pruned.  New  trees  have  been  planted  on  request  and 
guards  and  supports  renewed.  Many  of  the  poplar  trees  have 
been  taken  out  because  of  the  roots  growing  into  and  obstruct- 
ing the  drainage  system.  On  account  of  the  hard  paved  streets 
and  sidewalks  city  trees  do  not  thrive  as  on  private  property 
or  parks  and  need  constant  attention. 

^5,153.62  was  expended  for  Care  of  Trees. 

SIDEWALKS  CONSTRUCTION 

Owing  to  conditions  there  has  been  very  few  petitions  for 
new  sidewalks,  where  the  abuttor  is  assessed  one-half  of  the 
cost  of  construction.  No  money  was  appropriated  in  this  ac- 
count. 

MISCELLANEOUS 

Permits  are  issued  by  this  department  to  the  various  cor- 
porations and  contractors  to  open  streets  and  sidewalks,  said 
openings  to  be  restored  to  original  conditions  at  their  expense. 
Permits  were  issued  to  cross  sidewalks  and  occupy  streets  sub- 
ject to  specified  conditions.  Drive  ways  for  garages  and  filling 
stations  were  constructed  after  the  owners  petitioned  for  same 
and  deposited  the  cost  of  construction. 

This  department  maintains  its  own  municipal  repair  shops 
for  the  various  lines  of  work.  Most  of  the  maintenance  and 
repair  work  on  the  automobile  equipment  of  this  department 
is  done  in  our  shop  at  the  City  Stables. 

TRAFFIC  CONTROL 

Traffic  lines  were  painted  and  warning  signs  erected  at 
schools,  playgrounds  and  dangerous  locations.  Particular  at- 
tention has  been  given  to  the  painting  of  crosswalk  lines  in 
the  business  centers  and  squares.  Parking  and  No  Parking 
locations  were  plainly  designated  and  safety  zones  established. 
Danger  and  traffic  signs  were  repainted  and  street  signs 
erected  and  repaired. 


RECOMMENDATIONS 

I recommend  that,  as  far  as  possible,  old  brick  sidewalks 
badly  in  need  of  repair,  be  replaced  with  granolithic.  That  the 
annual  custom  of  treating  the  street  surfaces  with  a tar  and 
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sand  preparation,  which  has  been  discontinued  for  the  last 
two  years,  be  continued  in  order  to  preserve  the  pavement  and 
that  the  expense  should  be  included  in  the  general  tax  rate  and 
not  charged,  as  formerly,  as  a separate  item  under  street 
sprinkling. 

I wish  to  extend  my  sincere  thanks  to  the  members  of  the 
Board  of  Aldermen  and  the  men  of  the  department  for  their 
support  and  cooperation.

The  installation  of  new  Fire  Alarm  Signal  boxes  in  the 
vicinity  of  the  following  locations :

While  the  National  average  of  fire  losses  (|2.39  per  capita) 
has  been  steadily  declining  in  the  past  three  years,  Somerville 
in  1985  reached  the  lowest  record  (|1.17  per  capita)  since  1919. 
Varying  causes  enter  into  Somerville’s  (16)  year  lov/  record 
which  may  be  partially  analized  as  follows : 

1.  — Closer  attention  to  the  prevention  of  fire  by  our  Somerville 

residents. 

2.  — More  complete  inspection  by  Fire  Department. 

3.  — Demolition  of  dilapidated  structures  that  are  serious  con- 

flagration breeders. 

4.  — The  efficient  work  of  the  entire  personnel  of  the  Fire  De- 

partment in  rapid  extinguishment. 

The  municipal  program  in  connection  with  Federal  payroll 
funds  of  demolition  of  dilapidated  structures  has  effected  some 
reductions  in  insurance  rates. 

I recommend  that  this  project  be  continued  as  many  use- 
less, non-revenue  producing  dilapidated  structures  are  still 
standing,  the  removal  of  which  would  not  only  assist  in  lower- 
ing fire  rates,  but  most  likely  aid  in  the  reduction  of  the 
assessed  valuation.  Health  and  the  improved  appearance  of 
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the  neighborhood  could  be  added  to  the  above  beiietits  of  this 
program. 


ORDINANCES: 

Chapter  23  of  the  Kevised  Ordinances  of  the  City  of 
Somerville  relative  to  the  Fire  Department  is  incomplete  and 
not  up  to  date. 

1 recommend  that  a new  Chapter  be  adopted  incorporating 
a complete  code  of  regulations  covering  all  hazardous  sub- 
stances, also  that  the  fire  district  ordinance  be  amended  to 
include  the  industrial  establishments  located  in  the  north- 
eastern portion  of  the  City. 

A new  Ordinance  should  be  promulgated  requiring  that 
automatic  sprinkler  equipments,  with  outside  Siamese  hose 
connections  and  controlling  valve  near  the  main  in  the  street 
be  required  in  all  buildings,  which,  by  reason  of  their  size, 
construction  or  occupancy  might  act  as  confiagration  breeders. 

SCHOOL  HOUSE  PROTECTION: 

Owing  to  the  type  and  construction  of  the  school  buildings 
and  to  reduce  the  life  hazard  to  a minimum,  I recommend  that 
a suitable  fire  detection  and  notification  system  be  installed 
throughout  these  buildings. 

WATER  MAINS  AND  HYDRANTS: 

In  addition  to  the  recommendations  of  the  National  Board 
of  Fire  Underwriters  in  their  recent  report,  I recommend  the 
installation  of  more  adequate  water  supply  and  hydrants  in 
the  vicinity  of  the  High  School  Buildings. 

NEW  APPARATUS: 

Ladder  Trucks  Nos.  2 and  3 are  city  service  tiller  type 
trucks  12  and  15  years  old  respectively,  they  both  have  been 
in  several  serious  accidents  during  these  years  of  service  and 
I recommend  that  as  soon  as  the  City  could  financially  afford, 
that  these  two  trucks  be  replaced  with  modern  aerial  trucks. 

Engine  Company  No.  2 Pumper  is  20  years  old  and  Engine 
Company  No.  7 Pumper  and  Wagon  are  16  years  old  which 
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should  be  replaced,  as  all  this  replacement  would  require  ap- 
proximately seventy- five  thousand  dollars,  I would  suggest 
that  a program  covering  Two  to  Four  years  be  arranged  to 
obtain  this  equipment  in  order  to  maintain  our  high  degree  of 
efficient  apparatus. 

DEPARTMENT  REPAIR  SHOP: 

At  the  present  time,  the  repair  shop  is  inadequate  to  ac- 
commodate our  repair  work  both  as  to  available  space  and  as 
to  equipment,  I therefore,  recommend  that  more  adequate 
facilities  be  provided. 


This  is  also  recommendation  No.  11  of  the  National  Board 
of  Fire  Underwriters  in  their  Keport  No.  20  on  the  City  of 
Somerville.  At  the  present  time,  the  repair  shop  is  using  a 
discarded  District  Chief’s  Ford  car  that  is  six  years  old  and 
has  received  considerable  abuse,  as  some  type  of  conveyance 
is  required  for  this  branch  of  the  service,  I recommend-  that  a 
small  special  delivery  truck  be  purchased  for  this  purpose. 

DRILL  TOWER  EQUIPMENT: 

It  is  expected  that  the  new  drill  tower  will  be  available 
for  use  within  the  next  few  months  and  certain  equipment  will 
be  necessary  such  as  a large  life  net  and  the  general  appliances 
used  in  the  fire  service.  If  a new  ladder  truck  is  purchased  the 
ladders  from  the  replaced  truck  can  be  used  at  the  drill  tower.

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IN  GENERAL 

The  auto  accident  situation  throughout  our  city  for  the 
past  year  reflects  great  credit  on.  the  personnel  of  the  depart- 
ment in  their  etforts  toward  greater  safety  to  our  citizens, 
resulting  in  a decrease  of  more  than  100%  in  fatal  accidents 
and  100%  decrease  in  injury  to  children  from  automobiles 
over  the  preceding  year,  also  a substantial  decrease  in  the 
number  of  reported  automobile  accidents  with  the  consequent 
reduction  of  property  loss.

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REPORT  OF  THE  LIBRARIAN 


To  THE  Board  of  Trustees  : 

The  annual  rex^ort  of  the  Librarian  to  the  Trustees  of  the 
Somerville  Public  Library,  being  a ‘part  of  the  sixty-third 
annual  report  of  the  library,  for  the  year  1935,  is  herewith 
submitted.  It-  is  concerned  with  the  details  of  administration 
and  the  present  condition  of  the  library. 

Specific  statements  of  the  record  of  the  j^ear  setting  forth 
in  statistical  form  the  use  and  condition  of  the  library  will  be 
found  in  the  appendices.  The  figures  are  significant. 

As  compared  with  last  year  home  book -loans  shrank 
3 53,170,  low-water  mark  for  a j^eriod  of  ten  years,  and  a 
shrinkage  in  two  years  of  nearly  one-third  from  oiir  high 
mark,  728,005,  recorded  in  1933.  With  available  book  funds 
reduced  from  a high  of  |19,954  in  1931  to  |4,700  in  1935,  we 
were  able  to  add  only  3,049  books,  the  smallest  number  during 
au}^  year  of  the  present  century.  The  total  reduction  of  book- 
stock  resulting  from  the  casualties  of  public  usage  was  9,338 
volumes.  In  other  words  our  readers  wore  out  more  than 
three  times  as  many  books  as  we  were  able  to  add.  At  the 
average  pre-volume  cost  of  books  in  1935,  namely,  |1.63,  it 
w^ould  have  required  an  expenditure  of  ifl5,220,  distributed 
among  the  five  librai^'  buildings,  merely  to  replace  these  9,338 
volumes  and  to  maintain  unimpaired  the  present  level  of  the 
book  collection.  Operating  upon  the  basis  of  wearing  out  three 
times  as  much  stock  as  we  replace  provides  food  for  sober 
reflection. 

Just  as  it  is  the  business  of  the  Water  Department  to  pro- 
vide a continuous  flow  of  iDotable  water,  so  it  is  the  business 
of  the  Library  Dejiartment  to  maintain  a regular  flow  of  books 
and  current  information.  AVhen  the  flow  of  working  material 
in  the  form  of  printed  matter  does  not  at  least  equal  its  normal 
reductions  the  library  moves  backward  toward  extinction. 
W^hen  additions  and  reductions  are  equal  it  stagnates.  When 
additions  exceed  reductions  it  progresses.  The  annual  reduc- 
tion of  the  book  collection  from  wear  and  tear  is  one  of  the 
basic  factors  for  determining  the  budget  item  for  book  pur- 
chase. The  main  source  of  book-wear  and  loss  is  from  home 
loans.  The  records  of  many  years  show  that  this  reduction  of 
book-stock  remains  steadily  close  to  1%  per  cent  of  home  loans. 
Knowing  this  ratio  we  are  able  to  forecast  reductions  rather 
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closely.  Under  existing  conditions  we  are  justified  in  fore- 
casting for  1936  a book-stock  reduction  of  about  8,500  volumes. 
To  maintain  our  present  level,  and  bring  to  a halt  a further 
depletion  of  our  book-stock,  we  require  an  appropriation  for 
books  adequate  for  the  purchase  of  at  least  8,500  volumes.  At 
going  rates  this  will  amount  to  |13,855  distributed  among  five 
buildings. 

Second  only  to  the  failure  of  book  supply  has  been  the 
problem  of  binding,  the  budget  provision  for  which  is  of  basic 
and  equal  importance  with  salaries  and  book-purchase.  The 
annual  report  for  1934  dealt  in  detail  with  this  problem.  When 
it  became  apparent  that  another  year  was  in  prospect  without 
an  appropriation  for  binding  it  was  decided  to  take  emergency 
measures.  A room  in  the  basement  was  turned  into  a repair 
shop.  Employees  who  were  released  from  desk  work  by  the 
declining  circulation  were  organized  into  a salvage  squad. 
Books  requiring  major  construction  operations  were  segre- 
gated from  those  needing  only  superficial  mending,  and  were 
•sent  to  this  salvage  shop.  They  were  there  separated  into  their 
constituent  parts.  The  hopelessly  worn  parts  were  discarded, 
and  the  usable  parts  collated  and  cleaned.  The  pages  were 
reassembled,  pierced  for  sewing,  sewed  through,  backed,  hinged, 
and  restored  to  their  covers  or  given  new  ones.  They  were 
then  relettered  in  gold  foil,  and  given  a coat  of  protective 
lacquer.  Already  by  their  daily  duties  convinced  of  its  urgent 
necessity,  employees  assigned  to  this  work  attacked  the  prob- 
lem with  an  intelligent  interest,  and,  despite  handicaps  of  in- 
sufficient apprenticeship  in  the  binding  craft  and  limitations 
of  equipment,  became  proficient  in  turning  out  a rugged  if 
not  an  artistic  product.  As  the  year  closed  the  same  processes 
were  being  installed  in  the  branches. 

It  must  be  thoroughly  understood  that  this  has  been  a 
desperate  emergency  measure,  and  purely  a salvage  operation. 
It  can  not  be  accepted  as  a substitute  for  regular  binding. 
In  addition  to  the  doubtful  policy  of  setting  up  municipal  com- 
petition with  local  industry,  this  amateur  work  is  unsuitable 
for  the  permanent  preservation  of  library  books,  and  must  be 
regarded  only  as  a temporary  and  regrettable  device  to  mitigate 
a deplorable  condition. 

The  total  number  of  books  thus  recoi%ditioned  by  the 
salvage  squad,  during  the  fraction  of  the  year  in  which  it  was 
in  operation,  is  4,517.  The  accumulation  of  books  retir  ed  from 
use  while  awaiting  rebinding  was  thereby  reduced  to  2,589. 
These  2,589  volumes  of  postponed  binding,  including  valuable 
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juntorial  needed  to  meet  continual  requests  of  the  public,  must 
be  added  to  the  current  binding  of  1936  in  estimating  the 
budget  item.  During  the  last  five  years  prior  to  the  suspension 
of  the  binding  appropriation  the  average  annual  binding 
charges  were  |3,T82,  distributed  among  the  five  library  build- 
ings. The  accumulation  of  deferred  work,  noted  above, 
angmenting  the  current  work  of  1936,  makes  the  restoration  of 
our  normal  average  appropriation  of  |3,782  not  only  a mini- 
mnm  but  a vital  need. 

1896  Librarian  John  S.  Hayes,  himself  previously  a 
teacher,  instituted  schoolroom  library  service,  making  this 
library  among  the  earliest  pioneers  in  an  activity  now  gen- 
erally accepted  as  a salient  feature  of  library  work.  For  forty 
years  the  library  lias  carried  on  a successful  cooperative 
service  with  the  public  schools  through  the  operation  of  which 
the  school  children  of  Somerville  have  exercised  the  privilege 
of  borrowing  books  from  their  own  schoolrooms  for  home  use 
to  the  extent  of  some  millions  of  volumes.  It  has  been  the 
fixed  conviction  of  both  departments  that  to  make  the  child 
library-conscious  during  his  habit-forming  period  is  to  equip 
him  with  a valuable  resource  for  a richer  life  in  after  years. 
As  this  phase  of  the  work  has  developed  belief  in  its  import- 
ance has  grown  firmer.  In  1934  circulation  from  schoolrooms 
reached  the  maximum  of  126,723  home  loans.  Therefore  it  was 
a cause  of  deep  concern  to  face  the  fact  that  we  could  no  longer 
replace  worn  out  books,  and  continue  unimpaired  our  40-year- 
old  service  when  the  school  year  opened  in  September.  It  be- 
came necessary  to  terminate  service  in  certain  grades,  and  to 
curtail  the  allotment  of  books  to  the  remainder.  It  is  to  be 
devoutly  hoped  that  the  interruption  will  be  only  temporary, 
and  that  this  valued  service  will  speedily  recover. 

In  an  endeavor  to  compensate  to  some  extent  Mrs.  Bart- 
lett, Supervisor  of  the  School  Division,  with  the  enthusiastic 
cooperation  of  the  School  Department,  has  instituted  a school 
story  hour  in  the  course  of  which,  since  the  opening  of  school, 
she  has  told  stories  in  eleven  school  buildings  to  twenty-one 
second  grades  and  twenty-one  third  grades,  the  severest  suf- 
ferers from  the  program  of  retrenchment.  In  the  course  of  the 
coming  year  all  pupils  in  these  grades  will  be  reached. 

On  September  30  all  members  of  the  staff  whose  automatic 
salary  increases,  in  common  with  those  of  other  city  employees, 
bad  been  suspended,  were  granted  the  full  salaries  established 
for  their  several  positions  under  the  provisions  of  the  library 
Scheme  of  Service. 
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On  January  4 occurred  the  sudden  death  of  Trustee 
Douglass  B.  Foster.  The  vacancy  on  the  Board  thus  occasioned 
was  filled  by  the  appointment  of  xllfred  C.  Walton. 

For  the  purpose  of  extending  tlieir  congratulations  the 
members  of  the  staff  on  the  tenth  of  April  tendered  an  informal 
reception  to  INIiss  Anna  J.  Coll  in  recognition  of  lier  election 
as  President  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  whereby  she,  the  first 
woman  member  of  the  Board,  became  also  the  first  woman 
President. 

At  the  regular  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  on 
October  IG  the  Board  voted:  “That  on  and  after  October  10, 
1935,  the  marriage  of  any  female  member  of  the  staff  of  tlie 
Somerville  Public  Library  shall  automatically  terminate  her 
employment.’’ 

At  the  October  meeting  the  Trustees  were  notified  by 
Irving  F.  Carpenter,  executor  under  the  will  of  John  S.  Ed- 
mands,  late  of  Somerville,  of  tlie  following  provision  of  his 
will : 

THIKD : I give  and  bequeath  my  collections  of 
postcards  to  the  Somerville  Public  Library  to  be  set 
apart  and  kept  intact  as  the  hJohn  S.  Edmands  Collec- 
tion of  Postcards’  and  to  be  held  by  the  Somerville 
Public  Library  for  the  term  of  five  years  and  at  the 
expiration  of  that  period  to  be  turned  over  to  the 
trustees  of  the  Public  Library  of  the  City  of  Boston 
for  the  use  of  the  art  department  of  the  Public  Library 
the  City  of  Boston.” 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  the  library  distributed  the 
latest  number  in  the  series  of  Somerville  Historical  Mono- 
graphs, entitled  The  Burning  of  the  Mount  Benedict  Ursuline 
Community  House.  Its  distribution  was  much  wider  than  that 
of  previous  numbers,  and  requests  for  copies  continue  to  be 
received.  It  has  gone  to  libraries,  religious  and  educational 
institutions,  historical  associations,  periodicals,  and  similar 
destinations,  notable  among  which  may  be  mentioned  the 
Library  of  Congress  and  the  Apostolic  Library  of  the  Vatican. 
It  should  be  a source  of  satisfaction  to  the  library  that  ac- 
knowledgments, reviews,  and  critical  comments  have  been 
uniformly  appreciative.  ^ 

The  appended  tabulations  are  submitted  as  a part  of  this 
report.

Gentlemeu : 

The  Planning  Board  of  the  City  of  Somerville  respectfully 
submit  the  following  report  for  the  year  ending  December  31, 
1935 : 

There  were  six  petitions  presented  to  the  Board  seeking  a 
change  on  the  building  zone  map  of  the  City  of  Somerville  and 
public  hearings,  after  due  notice,  were  held  by  the  Board  on 
these  petitions.  The  Board  also  met  in  executive  session  on 
third}"  other  occasions  to  take  action  on  these  petitions  and 
other  business  of  the  Board. 

Of  the  six  petitions  presented,  four  sought  a change  from 
Residence  ‘‘B’’  to  a Business  District;  one  from  Residence  ^^B’’ 
to  Residence  and  one  from  Residence  ^‘A’’  to  a Business 
District.  Of  these  petitions  the  Board  recommended  that  three 
be  granted  and  three  not  be  granted. 

The  sum  of  eighteen  dollars  was  collected  as  fees  and  was 
paid  over  to  the  City  Treasurer. 

The  Board  respectfully  recommends  for  the  consideration 
of  the  Mayor  and  the  Board  of  Aldermen  the  advisability  of 
re-zoning  the  entire  City  as  many  changes  have  occurred  since

The  Board  received  two  hundred  and  twelve  papers  for  the 
Preliminary  Election,  on  which  two  thousand  seven  hundred 
sixty-five  names  were  certified;  seventy-eight  referendum  peti- 
tions on  which  one  thousand  nine  hundred  nineteen  names 
were  certified,  making  a total  of  two  hundred  ninety  (290) 
papers  on  which,  four  thousand  six  hundred  eighty-four  (4684) 
names  were  certified. 


JURORS 

In  accordance  with  Chapter  234  of  the  General  Laws,  as 
amended  by  Chapter  311  of  the  Acts  of  1924,  the  Election  Com- 
missioners prepared  a list  of  the  inhabitants  of  Somerville, 
liable  to  serve  as  jurors.  The  Board  has  established  a system 
of  having  each  person  provisionally  selected  for  jury  fill  out 
a questionnaire  and  appear  before  a member  of  the  Board  at 
the  office  and  make  oath  to  the  statements  contained  therein. 
This  gives  the  Board  an  opportunity  to  meet  each  individual 
and  note,  if  any,  his  physical  defects  or  disability  to  render 
the  county  the  service  that  would  be  required  of  him  as  a 
juror.  These  personal  examinations,  also,  enable  the  Board  to 
know  the  educational  qualifications  of  each  prospective  juror. 

The  members  of  the  Board  make  an  impartial  selection 
from  all  parts  of  the  city  of  men  of  various  occupations  and 
are  of  the  opinion  that  the  persons  finally  selected,  represent 
an  average  of  our  citizenship. 

The  jury  list  prepared  by  the  Board  for  the  year  1935 
contains  the  names  of  twelve  hundred  thirty-seven  voters 
(1237). 


RECOUNT 

A recount  of  ballots  cast  at  the  Preliminary  Election, 
October  15,  1935,  for  Mayor,  Aldermen  at  Large,  Ward  Alder- 
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man,  Wards  One  and  Five,  and  for  School  Committee,  Ward 
Two  was  held  on  October  22,  23,  25  and  26. 

A recount  of  ballots  cast  at  the  City  Election,  November 
5,  1935,  was  for  School  Committee,  Wards  One  and  Seven  and 
for  Ward  Aldermen,  Wards  Three,  and  Seven  was  held  Novem- 
ber 12,  1935.

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REPORT  OF  THE  LAW  DEPARTMENT 


January  31,  1936. 

To  THE  Honorable,  the  Mayor,  and  the  Board  of 

Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Somerville  : 

Gentlemen : 

The  Annual  Report  of  the  Law  Department  for  the  year 
ending  December  31,  1935,  is  hereby  respectfully  submitted  for 
your  information  and  consideration. 

As  usual,  I was  called  uiion  to  attend  some  hearings  be- 
fore various  committees  of  the  Legislature,  the  Public  Utilities 
Department,  and  certain  Special  Commissions  on  matters 
affecting  the  interests  of  the  city.  Wherever  such  Legislative, 
Departmental  or  Committee  action  would  cause  additional 
assessments  on  the  ciW  or  result  in  the  imposition  of  additional 
tax  burdens  on  the  tax  payers  of  our  city,  I appeared  in  be- 
half of  the  city  and  opposed  such  action  or  legislation. 

As  is  customary,  it  was  necessary  to  hold  conferences  with 
various  State  Department  Heads  on  business  affecting  the  city 
and  city  departments.  Likewise,  much  time  was  spent  in  con- 
ference with  E.R.A.,  P.W.A.  and  W.P.A.  officials  in  regard  to 
Federal  Projects  being  carried  on  in  our  city. 

NEW  SCHOOLHOUSE 

As  the  result  of  the  erection  of  the  schoolhouse  on  Cross, 
Bonair  and  Otis  streets,  it  was  necessary  for  the  city  to  acquire 
four  parcels  of  land,  and  a large  part  of  the  time  of  the  City 
Solicitor’s  Office  was  taken  up  during  the  Spring  and  early 
Summer  of  1935  in  handling  this  matter.  Two  of  the  parcels 
were  acquired  by  direct  purchase.  The  other  two  were  taken 
by  Eminent  Domain.  One  of  these  latter  cases  was  tried  before 
a jury  and  resulted  in  a verdict  of  about  one  thousand  dollars 
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loss  than  the  ainonnt  olterod  by  the  city  before  trial.  The  other 
case  was  thereupon  settled  at  a figure  advantageous  to  the 
city. 


BOARD  OF  TAX  APPEALS 

A part  of  the  regular  work  of  the  Law  Department  is  now 
the  preparation  and  trial  of  cases  before  the  Board  of  Tax 
Appeals.  The  Board  of  Aldermen  authorized  the  employment 
of  an  additional  counsel  to  assist  the  City  Solicitor  in  handling 
these  cases.  Alfred  C.  Walton,  Esquire,  was  retained  for  this 
pur])ose  and  rendered  valuable  and  able  service  to  the  city  in 
defending  many  petitions  for  abatement  of  assessments  in  these 
matters. 

During  the  year,  as  is  usual,  it  was  necessary  and  I pre- 
pared various  contracts  and  forms  for  publication  or  proposals 
for  contracts  as  required  by  the  comparatively  new  law  requir- 
ing advertising  on  all  contracts  over  one  thousand  dollars  for 
the  different  departments,  and  also  advised  the  departments 
on  these  contracts. 

Numerous  bonds  required  to  be  furnished  by  various  city 
officers  and  the  large  number  of  bonds  required  by  Charter, 
Statutes,  Ordinances  and  Federal  regulations  in  E.K.A.,  P.W.A. 
and  W.P.A.  projects  were  submitted  to  me  for  approval  as  to 
form.  Various  contracts,  entered  into  by  the  city,  were  either 
drafted  by  me  personally  or  examined  and  approved  by  me  as 
to  form  only,  as  part  of  the  duties  of  the  City  Solicitor,  to  the 
end  that  the  legal  interests  of  the  city  would  at  all  times  be 
protected. 

Many  conferences  were  held  with  Department  Heads  in 
relation  to  legal  questions  involving  their  department,  and 
written  opinions  or  advice  furnished  at  their  request. 

Various  orders  and  ordinances  were  prepared  by  me  dur- 
ing the  year  for  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  and  many  opinions, 
in  writing,  on  various  subjects  were  given  on  request  of  the 
Board  of  Aldermen,  to  which  reference  may  be  had  in  the 
records  of  the  said  Board  of  Aldermen. 

Although  the  work  of  the  Law  Department  has  been  rather 
arduous,  and  certain  angles  of  it  seem  to  be  on  the  increase,  T 
have  found  it  a pleasure  to  work  with  the  Board  of  Aldermen 
and  the  various  Department  Heads  on  the  diversified  problems 
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concerning  the  city,  and  I wish  to  thank  them  individually  and 
collectively  for  the  cooperation  which  they  so  unselfishly  ex- 
tended to  me.  Their  help  has  been  of  great  assistance  to  me 
in  the  performance  of  my  duties. 

During  the  year  1935,  my  assistant,  Joseph  R.  Corish, 
Esquire,  has  had  charge  of  the  settlement  of  claims  against  the 
city  by  reason  of  alleged  defects  in  highways.  He  has  exhibited 
careful  and  painstaking  work,  both  in  the  settlement  of  claims 
and  trials  of  various  actions  in  court  against  the  city.  He  has 
been  of  cooperative  assistance  in  many  ways  and  I have  found 
it  a pleasure  to  have  had  him  associated  with  me  in  this  work. 

The  report  covering  that  portion  of  the  work  of  the  Law 
Department  in  charge  of  the  Assistant  City  Solicitor,  for  the 
year  1935,  has  been  prepared  by  Mr.  Corish.

May  I respectfully  call  to  your  attention  again  the  need  of 
a public  scale,  for  reweighing  purposes.  The  department  is 
greatly  handicapped  in  reweighing  of  coal  in  transit  by  having 
to  direct  vehicles  to  different  parts  of  the  City  to  weigh  loads 
on  privately  owned  scales  that  have  been  sealed  previously  by 
this  department. 

As  oil  is  used  so  extensively  for  heating  purposes,  the 
method  of  distribution  has  to  be  checked  very  carefully.  The 
fuel  trucks  have  to  be  calibrated,  and  meters  tested,  therefore 
the  purchase  of  a 50  gallon  test  tank  should  be  seriously  con- 
sidered in  the  near  future.

Gentlemen : 

The  Licensing’  Commission  respectfully  submits  the  fol- 
lowing report  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1935 : 

During  the  year  the  Commission  issued  ninety-seven  alco- 
holic beverage  licenses  out  of  total  of  approximately  one  hun- 
dred twenty-four  applications.  The  number  of  such  licenses 
granted  was  six  less  than  the  previous  year. 

On  June  27,  1935,  Mr.  Eugene  W.  Driscoll  was  appointed 
to  the  Commission  to  take  the  place  of  Mr.  Eugene  A.  Hudson, 
whose  term  had  expired. 

During  the  course  of  the  year,  the  Commission  suspended 
three  alcoholic  beverage  licenses  for  different  periods  of  time, 
due  to  violations  of  the  rules  and  regulations.  One  club  sur- 
rendered its  alcoholic  beverage  license. 

Several  changes  were  made  in  the  alcoholic  laws,  one  of 
which  was  the  repeal  of  the  law  requiring  a license  for  the 
sale  of  denatured  alcohol. 

Attached  hereto  is  a table  showing  the  number  of  different 
licenses  granted  and  the  total  income  of  this  department. 
After  deducting  the  sum  of  |3,127.24,  which  was  the  expense 
of  running  this  department  for  the  year,  the  total  net  income 
would  be  172,425.17.

RECOMMENDATIONS 

That  cable  replacements  with  a sufficient  number  of  con- 
ductors to  provide  for  additional  boxes,  a secondary  alarm  and 
spare  circuits  be  given  serious  consideration. 

That  the  present  63  inferior  type  of  fire  alarm  boxes  be 
replaced  by  the  adoption  of  a program  to  replace  a certain 
number  each  year. 

That  a two  dial  manual  transmitter  be  installed  to  trans- 
mit code  signals  and  to  provide  additional  means  of  transmit- 
ting alarms  in  case  of  failure  of  present  transmitter.

2615  cases  were  aided  during  the  year  and  the  total  amount 
spent  for  Military  Aid,  State  Aid  and  Soldiers’  Relief,  includ- 
ing medical  services,  was  |72,625.20.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

1935 


To  THE  School  Committee: 

In  accordance  with  the  Rules  and  Regulations  of  the 
Somerville  School  Committee  the  Superintendent  of  Schools 
herewith  submits  his  eighth  annual  report  which  is  the  sixty- 
fourth  in  the  series  of  such  reports. 

Each  year  the  School  Committee  reports  to  the  citizens 
upon  its  stewardship  through  statistical  tables  which  set  foidh 
comparative  figures  covering  a period  of  years  concerning  en- 
rolment, membership  and  attendance,  cost  of  instruction  and 
maintenance,  and  other  matters  of  organization.  The  tables 
showing  these  statistics  for  the  last  fiscal  period  are  included 
as  a part  of  this  document. 

The  definite  function  of  the  School  Committee  is  to  act  as 
a Board  of  Directors  for  the  public  school  system  and  as  such 
to  lay  out  the  educational  and  financial  policies,  and  to  ascer- 
tain that  its  duties  are  fulfilled.  The  Superintendent  of 
Schools  who  is  the  executive  officer  of  this  Board  of  Directors 
is  caused  each  year  to  recount  to  the  citizens  for  the  School 
Committee  the  progress  and  accomplishments  of  the  organiza- 
tion during  the  year.  He  also  indicates  the  nature  of  the  prob- 
lems needing  attention  and  makes  specific  suggestions  and  rec- 
ommendations as  to  the  solutions  of  the  problems. 

In  the  few  years  immediately  preceding  1935  the  Superin- 
tendent has  attempted  to  inform  the  public  upon  the  problems 
confronting  the  educational  leaders  of  the  country,  the  manner 
in  which  these  leaders  felt  that  the  problems  should  best  be 
solved,  and  how  the  schools  of  our  city  were  being  affected  by 
the  changing  social  conditions  and  the  resultant  effects. 

Last  year  an  academic  discussion  was  made  of  the  im- 
portant social  trends,  of  the  implications  for  future  education- 
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al  policies,  and  of  the  necessaiy  educational  adjustments  that 
should  follow. 

Attention  was  called  to  the  fact  that  the  School  Com- 
mittee had  moved  forward  in  the  newer  thought  more  quickly 
than  had  been  expected,  and  had  taken  long,  forward  looking- 
steps  in  the  development  of  the  school  work  along  the  lines  of 
the  evident  implications  for  education  drawn  from  the  changes 
manifested  by  the  social  trends.  Kevisions  of  the  curriculum 
and  new  courses  of  study  to  meet  the  recpiirements  of  these 
revisions  were  made  and  became  operative.  These  changes  in- 
cluded an  enrichment  of  the  subjects  in  the  social  sciences,  and 
better  orientation  and  concentration  within  chosen  vocational 
fields,  and  the  offering  of  additional  opportunities  in  the  form 
of  a beginners’  course  in  Gregg  Shorthand,  a course  in  business 
management,  typewriting  for  college  preparatory  pupils  and 
more  typewriting  for  clerical  practice  pupils. 

The  year  1935  has  witnessed  a continuance  on  the  part  of 
the  School  Committee  to  give  willingly  of  its  time  and  energy 
to  fulfill  the  obligations  of  its  responsibilities  with  intelligence 
and  sincerity  of  purpose. 

Some  thirty  or  more  years  ago  a noted  Xew  York  educator 
formulated  the  purposes  of  school  administration  in  these 
words,  ‘‘The  primary  objects  of  school  administration  are, 
first,  to  take  the  measures  necessary  to  secure  for  every  child 

his  natural  and  constitutional  right  to  an  education ; 

second,  to  provide  properly  qualified  teachers  for  our  children ; 
and,  third,  to  create  those  conditions  under  which  each  teacher 
may  do  his  best  work.” 

The  complexity  of  modern  life  with  its  rapidity  of  social 
changes  has  tended  to  obscure  more  or  less  the  fundamental 
place  of  the  school  in  the  social  organization.  This  befogging 
of  the  public  mind  has  resulted  in  an  inability  to  recognize  the 
social  contribution  of  education.  The  world  has  never  been  a 
static  universe.  From  the  beginning  change  has  always  been 
an  important  characteristic  of  human  society.  Facial  groups 
have  merged,  the  geographical  environments  of  population  have 
shifted,  new  leaders  have  arisen  to  displace  the  old,  ideals 
have  been  redefined  and  reinterpreted,  methods  of  communica- 
tion have  been  steadily  improved,  history  has  been  rewritten 
to  conform  with  later  developments  of  research,  and  man  has 
attempted  to  overcome  the  limitations  of  city  life  by  the  devel- 
opment of  many  diversified  recreational  opportunities. 
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Although  change  has  been  ever  present,  it  has  moved  with 
varying  speeds  and  with  ditt'ering  social  and  educational  im- 
plications. Today  changes  come  with  accelerating  rapidity  and 
tliey  allect  more  quickly  the  lives  of  all.  Newer  and  more 
severe  strains  are  placed  upon  the  important  institutions  of 
our  civilization.  If  the  home,  the  government,  and  the  church 
lag  behind  in  making  the  necessary  adjustment,  the  social  prob- 
lems become  more  numerous  and  more  intense.  Social  problems 
have  been  revealed  as  man-made,  hence  they  are  not  beyond 
the  possibilities  of  the  human  mind  to  understand  and  solve. 
Since  mankind  has  found  that  the  mysterious  natural  forces 
can  be  utilized  to  further  the  happiness  and  security  of  the 
liuman  race,  there  has  arisen  a belief  that  education  is  the 
vehicle  by  which  society  and  social  conditions  can  be  con- 
trolled. There  must  be  faith  in  education  and  a willingness 
on  the  part  of  society  to  support  and  improve  the  school  pro- 
gram. 

We  may  all  be  forgiven  in  times  like  these  for  being  unable 
to  ascertain  what  is  best  to  do  for  long-time  service  which 
will  be  most  helpful  to  the  social  and  community  needs  that 
lie  ahead,  but  we  cannot  be  forgiven  for  not  establishing  to  the 
limit  of  our  ability  provisions  for  the  process  of  determining 
the  immediate  needs,  and  then  handling  them  intelligently  in 
the  light  of  our  limited  facilities  and  our  limited  finances. 

In  recent  years,  the  public  schools  have  accumulated  a 
wide  variety  of  responsibilities  without  regard  for  the  social, 
educational  and  financial  consequences  to  the  schools  and  the 
public.  The  schools  seemed  the  proper  place,  when  times  were 
good,  in  which  to  do  a lot  of  things  that  were  formerly  done 
by  other  agencies.  The  schools  are  faced,  however,  with  a 
grave  question,  which  will  soon  find  the  institution  absorbing 
heavily  increased  responsibilities  as  a result  of  the  depression 
years,  which  may  prove  to  be  mistaken  adaptations  to  the 
social  needs. 

Just  how  far  should  the  educational  institution  go  in  this 
matter?  Are  we  not  restricted  somewhat  by  educational 
facilities  to  meet  these  responsibilities?  Are  we  not  also  re- 
stricted b}^  the  financial  considerations  to  provide  properly  for 
these  responsibilities  ? 

It  is  unquestionable  that  the  schools  will  adapt  themselves 
to  social  and  community  needs  in  proportion  to  that  share  of 
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these  needs  which  can  be  met  more  effectively  and  economically 
by  the  schools  than  by  any  other  agency. 

It  is  manifest  then  that  the  schools  will  adapt  themselves 
to  the  needs  in  proportion  as  they  adapt  and  operate  the  cur- 
riculum for  those  in  schools  that  will  best  meet  the  pupils’ 
needs,  and  thus  discharge  effectively  and  economically  that 
portion  of  the  responsibilities  that  are  to  be  assumed. 

It  is  no  longer  necessary  to  prove  to  the  public  the  value 
and  effectiveness  of  the  public  school  system  as  the  corner- 
stone of  civilization  and  the  bulwark  of  our  nation.  The  crisis 
facing  education  has  not  passed  and  cannot  be  met  by  the  in- 
dividual efforts  of  those  who  are  controlling  and  operating 
the  schools,  but  must  be  met  by  an  intelligent  and  cooperative 
grouping  of  the  school  committee  which  operates  the  schools, 
the  city  government  which  through  appropriations  finances 
the  schools,  and  the  citizenry  which  shares  the  responsibilities 
of  the  schools. 

There  is  ample  evidence  in  our  own  city  of  the  willingness 
of  all  three  of  these  groups  to  cooperate  intelligently  in  spite 
of  the  many  contradictory  viewpoints  and  positions  caused  by 
differences  of  opinion  of  the  groups  and  inefficacies  of  the  re- 
quirements of  the  city  charter.  The  citizens  and  pupils  in  the 
schools  may  well  be  pleased  that  progress  is  being  made  which 
is  based  upon  intelligent  foresight  and  exchange  of  opinion 
rather  than  political  or  personal  selfish  interests. 

The  public  schools  of  our  country  are  administered  local- 
ly. The  Federal  Constitution  leaves  to  the  states  the  respon- 
sibility for  the  establishment  and  development  of  the  public 
school  system.  Our  state  in  turn  through  legislation  delegates 
to  local  community  Boards  of  Education,  with  certain  few 
restrictions,  the  right  and  obligation  to  organize  and  admin- 
ister free  public  education.  Local  school  committees,  then, 
even  though  by  statute  allowed  broad  powers  and  rights,  are 
charged  with  certain  definite  and  specific  duties  and  respon- 
sibilities. It  has  always  been  an  American  tradition,  as  old 
as  public  schools  themselves,  that  the  educational  unit  of  a 
community  should  be  controlled  by  a technically  trained  ex- 
ecutive and  a board  of  directors  or  school  committee  made  up 
of  lay  members.  This  lay  control  has  its  disadvantages  caused 
by  such  factors  as  qualifications  and  election  of  its  member- 
ship, internal  organization,  possibility  of  influence  of  so-called 
pressure  groups  (harmful  or  helpful  as  the  case  may  be),  and 
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luaiiy  otlieis.  However,  the  lav  control  hasn’t  yet  been  shown 
to  he  other  than  the  best  plan  known. 

The  size  of  the  Board  of  Education  seems  to  be  a factor 
of  vital  ini])ortance.  The  tendency  in  recent  years  has  been  to 
make  considerable  reduction  in  the  size  of  the  boards.  In  1893 
the  average  nnmber  of  members  on  city  boards  was  twenty- 
two.  In  1913  this  nnmber  had  shrunk  to  twelve  and  in  1930 
tlie  median  nnmber  of  members  on  city  boards  was  eight. 
Somerville  has  recently  accepted  legislation  which  will  make 
the  School  Committee  of  1930  consist  of  nine  members.  This 
is  without  question  a step  in  the  right  direction,  but  only  part 
of  the  problem  has  been  solved,  since  no  means  have  been  pro- 
vided for  avoiding  the  conflict  between  the  appropriating  body 
and  the  spending  body,  nor  between  the  department  in  charge 
of  erection,  maintenance,  and  control  of  buildings  and  those 
who  use  them. 

Keed’s  Municipal  Government  in  the  United  States  says, 
^^School  districts  have  been  better  administered  than  any  other 
of  our  units  of  local  government  . . . The  maintenance  of  an 
effective  liaison  between  school  and  parent  is  essential.  Elec- 
tive School  Boards  are  justifiable,  in  the  material  results  they 
have  achieved  and  in  the  sense  of  cordial  confidence  which 
characterizes  the  public’s  feelings  for  its  schools.” 

This  and  other  arguments  cause  students  of  educational 
administration  to  have  no  doubt  that  school  boards  should  be 
fiscally  independent,  for  there  is  plenty  of  evidence  of  ad- 
vantage accruing  to  the  educational  service  by  such  inde- 
pendence. 

Dr.  Cubberley  in  a recent  address  said,  ‘^To  protect  the 
schools  from  political  exploitation  and  financial  neglect  there 
lias  been  an  increasing  tendency  for  the  past  half  century  to 
grant  fiscal  independence  to  school  boards,  usually  within  cer- 
tain legal  limits,  which  has  enabled  them  to  determine  the 
amount  of  school  funds  needed  and  to  certify  the  same  for 
levy,  and^  this  without  interference  by  county  or  municipal 
authority  so  long  as  the  sums  asked  for  could  be  obtained  by 
a tax  levy  within  the  limits  set  by  law  ...  Of  the  cities  in 
the  U.  S.  in  1930  approximately  two-thirds  of  the  school 
boards  possessed  full  fiscal  independence.” 

It  should  be  evident  from  these  arguments  that  the  best 
current  practice  provides  for  the  election  of  a School  Com- 
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mittee  without  party  designation,  which  will  be  composed  of 
men  and  women  willing  to  accept  responsibility  for  the  direc- 
tion of  tliis  public  enterprise.  Snch  a body  sliould  be  fiscally 
independent,  a condition  whicli  will  enable  onr  public  school 
system  to  contribute  most  certainly  to  the  development  of  our 
democratic  society. 

Another  factor  which  should  be  considered  seriously  in 
the  light  of  changed  resi)onsibility  is  the  control  and  main- 
tenance of  the  buildings  in  which  these  schools  are  lioused  by 
those  charged  with  tlie  instruction  of  tlie  pupils  within  the 
buildings. 

Kecently  by  means  of  projects  of  the  E.  K.  A.  and  P.  W.  A. 
we  have  been  very  fortunate  in  having  many  repairs  and  ren- 
ovations made  and  in  obtaining  some  new  school  bnildings 
which  were  very  much  needed.  There  are  other  projects  i^end- 
ing  at  the  present  time  for  new  school  facilities,  all  of  which 
are  welcomed  b}"  the  school  authorities.  Since  plans  are  being 
contemplated  for  modifications  and  additions  to  its  education- 
al plant,  it  seems  wise  to  count  out  certain  factors  which 
should  be  wisely  considered  in  the  process  of  planning  these 
additions.  The  proper  procedure  would  be  to  make  a complete 
survey  of  the  present  educational  plant  and  its  needs  and 
requirements  over  a period  of  years,  taking  into  considera- 
tion the  shifting  centers  of  population,  the  possibilities  of  the 
erection  of  additional  private  schools,  the  expansion  of  busi- 
ness centers  and  the  necessity  for  the  maintenance  and  even 
enlargement  of  school  play  areas.  The  needs  having  been  thus 
determined  a long-term  ])lan  of  operation  could  then  be  for- 
mulated and  new  buildings  erected  at  such  ])laces  and  at  such 
time  that  they  would  be  of  permanent  usefulness. 

Such  a procedure  as  has  just  been  suggested  was  followed 
by  the  School  Committee  which  has  resulted  in  the  erection 
on  Cross  Street  on  the  lot  formerly  occupied  by  the  Edgerly 
School,  of  a combination  Vocational,  Continuation,  Elemen- 
tary and  Special  Class  School.  All  of  the  factors  previously 
mentioned  concerning  the  East  Somerville  section  were 
thoroughly  considered  before  the  decision  was  made  to  recom- 
mend the  erection  of  such  a building.  A detailed  statement 
concerning  the  facilities  of  this  building  will  be  made  later 
under  the  heading  ^^School  Accommodations.’’ 

No  such  thorough  study  has  been  made  with  respect  to 
the  contemplation  of  (1)  the  replacement  of  the  Lincoln 
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Scliool  ill  Teele  Square  and  (2)  the  enlargement  or  replace- 
ment of  the  Burns  School  on  Cherry  Street. 

There  is  also  a serious  difficulty  in  the  divided  or  complex 
authority  which  exists  with  respect  to  the  use  of  the  school 
buildings.  The  relationship  between  the  school  officials  and  the 
Building  Department  officials  is  most  cordial  and  coopera- 
tive, but  a single  authority  without  interference  would  make 
for  much  more  efficient  and  effective  management. 

It  is  the  belief  of  the  writer  that  earnest  consideration 
should  be  given  to  changing  the  present  City  Charter  through 
Legislative  enactment  so  that  (1)  the  erection,  control  and 
maintenance  of  school  buildings  and  grounds  would  be  entire- 
ly under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  School  Committee  and  (2)  the 
School  Committee  would  be  fiscally  independent. 

COSTS 

The  administrators  of  our  schools  have  operated  the 
schools  economically,  at  the  same  time  meeting  the  very  costly 
requirements  of  the  citizens;  but  in  spite  of  this  success  there 
are  always  those,  especially  in  election  years,  who  try  to  make 
the  public  believe  that  the  schools  are  not  operated  efficiently 
and  economically.  While  it  is  impossible  for  the  critics  to  sub- 
stantiate these  charges,  it  is  for  the  good  of  the  schools  and  a 
better  understanding  of  the  public  that  they  should  be  an- 
swered in  some  detail. 

The  School  Committee  during  the  past  year,  being  cog- 
nizant of  the  prevalent  belief  that  extravagances  were  being 
practiced,  passed  an  order,  authorizing  and  directing  the  Su- 
perintendent of  Schools  to  publish  in  pamphlet  form  a state- 
ment showing  the  real  facts  with  relation  to  the  budget  for  the 
operation  of  the  schools  for  the  year  1936.  This  statement  will 
of  necessity  be  composed  of  comparative  statistics  with  small 
opportunity  to  make  many  statements  of  explanation.  Hence 
a brief  statement  here  may  serve  to  prepare  the  public  for  the 
statistical  information  which  will  be  presented  later. 

Every  interested  citizen  and  taxpayer  should  be  well  in- 
formed by  those  who  have  available  the  real  facts.  The  Super- 
intendent in  a previous  report  gave  considerable  space  to  a 
discussion  of  such  questions  with  respect  to  cost,  as: 
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Is  too  large  a portion  of  the  wealth  and  income  invested 
in  schools? 

Is  more  money  spent  for  education  than  the  importance 
of  this  public  interest  justifies? 

Are  public  expenditures  in  general  and  school  costs  hi 
particular  absorbing  a rapidly  increasing  portion  of  the  entire 
revenue  ? 

Have  we  already  reached  the  limit  which  can  safely  be  ex- 
pended for  public  education? 

These  questions  were  in  our  opinion  answered  adequately 
and  perhaps  well  summarized  iu  the  following  statement: 
^•Education,  then,  is  the  most  valuable  form  of  capital,  a 
scientific  fact  readily  accepted  by  economists.  Therefore,  school 
costs  are  a depreciation  fund,  whereby  our  most  important 
form  of  capital  is  protected  from  deterioration  and  as  much 
money  as  can  be  given  will  not  be  too  much  for  education,  and 
no  industry  can  be  more  productive  than  an  effective  public 
school  system.’’ 

Let  us  consider  briefly  a few  pertinent  questions.  What 
do  the  public  schools  cost  the  people  of  the  city?  What  part 
of  the  revenue  of  the  city  is  this  cost?  How  do  our  schools 
compare  with  those  of  other  communities  in  cost  and  effici- 
ency? What  are  the  chief  elements  of  the  cost  of  the  schools? 
Do  the  schools  cost  too  much? 

By  an  examination  of  the  figures  prepared  for  the  school 
year  ending  June  30,  1935,  we  find  that  the  total  maintenance 
cost  of  schools  was  11,513,071.66.  This  amount  includes  the 
expenditures  for  the  care  and  maintenance  of  school  build- 
ings, including  janitors’  salaries,  fuel,  light,  and  power,  all 
of  which  are  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  City  Government^ 
as  well  as  teachers’  salaries,  officers’  salaries,  text  books  and 
all  supplies  which  are  under  the  control  of  the  School  Com- 
mittee. 

The  expenditures  for  schools  during  1934  represent  28.9% 
of  the  total  expenditures,  of  which  22.8%  was  controlled  by 
the  School  Committee.  The  figures  for  1935  are  not  available 
as  yet,  but  those  for  1934  will  serve  the  purpose  of  showing  a 
comparison  with  the  average  percentage  of  revenue  expended 
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for  schools  by  cities  and  towns  throngliout  the  country.  Tliat 
average  is  approximately  10%  in  excess  of  the  percentage  used 
in  Somerville. 

Wliile  it  is  evident  that  these  expenditures  represent  the 
largest  fractional  part  of  the  dollar  expended  for  any  one 
purpose,  it  is  also  evident  that  the  business  of  the  schools  is 
the  largest  enterprise  in  which  the  city  engages. 

Some  of  the  influences  at  work  which  inevitably  increase 
tlie  cost  of  schools  are:  (1)  The  demand  of  the  parents  that 
their  children  shall  have  as  good  educational  opportunities 
as  are  given  to  children  of  other  communities. 

(2)  The  large  percentage  of  increase  in  the  number  of 
pupils  who  are  taking  advantage  of  a longer  period  of  school- 
ing as  is  indicated  by  a comparison  of  the  membership  of  the 
upper  grades  of  our  school  system,  which  grades  are  the  most 
costly  in  our  organization. 

(3)  The  increasing  cost  of  human  service,  because  more 
service  is  required  for  larger  enrolments. 

(4)  The  demand  for  more  diversifled  curricula  in  order  to 
care  for  the  implications  for  education  as  manifested  by  the 
social  trends  and  changes. 

Now,  examine  the  per  capita  cost  of  the  schools  in  com- 
parison with  some  of  our  neighboring  communities  for  the 
year  ending  June  30,  1935.  Somerville’s  per  capita  cost  of 
1^86.78  compares  favorably  with  the  following:  Boston  $103.86, 
Springfleld  $110.27,  Worcester  $94.07,  Cambridge  $110.47, 
Newton  $111.54,  Lynn  $90.18,  Lawrence  $83.02,  Quincy  $80.69. 
The  average  for  the  cities  of  the  state  is  $90.05. 

Somerville’s  per  capita  is  affected  by  the  fact  that  there 
is  included  in  the  total  cost  an  amount  under  school  teachers’ 
salaries  of  over  $107,000  which  was  never  received  by  the 
teachers,  but  which  was  contributed  to  welfare  and  other 
accounts  in  accordance  with  the  wishes  of  the  City  Government 
with  regard  to  use.  If  this  item  were  deducted  from  the  ex- 
penditures, as  it  rightly  should  be,  the  per  capita  cost  would 
be  reduced  by  $6.50,  making  our  true  per  capita  approximately 
$80. 
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From  these  figures  it  appears  evident  that  unless  all  ed- 
ucational systems  are  spending  too  much,  certainly  Somerville 
is  not. 


ACCOMMODATIONS 

The  most  important  addition  to  the  accommodations  for 
school  children,  the  new  vocational  school  building,  will  be 
completed  early  in  the  new  year,  although  it  will  be  two 
months  before  the  equipment  can  be  installed  and  the  build- 
ing ready  for  occupancy.  This  building  is  on  the  site  of  the 
old  Edgerly  School  and  will  accommodate  pupils  of  three 
categories, — vocational,  continuation,  and  elementary  schools. 
It  is  designed  to  permit  each  educational  unit  to  perform  its 
function  without  interference  from  the  others. 

Seven  dei^artments  devoted  to  the  teaching  of  the  follow- 
ing trades:  Automobile,  machine,  carpentry,  electrical,  and 
drafting,  with  space  provided  for  two  additional  activities 
will  be  contained  in  the  vocational  scliool  section.  Each  de- 
partment will  have  a small  room  for  individual  instruction 
and  for  the  study  of  the  related  work.  Other  important  fea- 
tures will  be  a combination  gymnasium  and  auditorium,  a 
lunchroom,  two  drafting  rooms,  a garage  for  twenty  cars, 
and  two  classrooms  for  academic  work. 

The  east  wing  will  contain  fourteen  rooms,  six  of  which 
will  be  used  for  continuation  school  and  eight  for  the  elemen- 
tary classes,  special  classes,  and  kindergarten. 

It  is  believed  that  the  present  requirements  are  not  suf- 
ficient for  the  kind  of  work  and  equipment  contemplated. 
Having  in  mind  that  the  graduates  of  this  school  should  enter 
their  chosen  trade  well  trained  and  prepared,  it  is  proposed 
to  recommend  to  the  School  Committee  that  the  work  in  this 
school  be  organized  so  that  the  vocational  school  will  receive 
only  pupils  who  have  had  at  least  the  equivalent  of  a junior 
liigh  school  scholastic  attainment  and  some  ability  to  operate 
machines.  Other  pupils  who  do  not  meet  these  requirements 
will  enter  a preparatory  department  which  will  permit  them 
to  obtain  the  necessary  experience  and  training  under  close 
supervision. 

This  plan  will  not  only  meet  efficiently  the  wants  of 
many  boys  who  are  out  of  employment,  but  will  permit  them 
to  determine  early  whether  they  have  interest  in  the  trades 
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and  snfticient  ability  to  enter  the  more  intensive  and  expert 
work  of  the  vocational  school. 


Because  of  the  increasing  tendency  of  boys  to  remain 
longer  in  school,  vocational  training  is  receiving  increasing 
attention,  particularly  in  relation  to  the  educational  program, 
the  admission  of  the  pupils,  and  the  scholastic  requirements 
of  the  courses. 

The  Continuation  School  will  have  adequate  provision 
for  shop  work  for  boys,  and  will  in  my  opinion  play  an  in- 
creasingly important  part  in  the  education  of  those  children 
who  are  not  sufficiently  advanced  to  attend  the  vocational 
school.  Provision  will  be  made  for  the  girls  to  have  instruc- 
tion in  those  matters  which  fit  them  for  household  duties  or 
to  enter  many  minor  positions. 

Bepairs  and  Alterations 

Under  the  direction  of  the  Building  Commissioner  many 
extensive  repairs  have  been  made  to  the  grounds  and  school 
buildings.  Many  of  these  have  been  carried  out  as  projects 
under  the  E.E.A.  program. 

From  the  mass  of  repairing  that  has  been  done  two  items 
because  of  their  necessity  and  pertinency  should  receive  special 
mention.  One  is  the  extent  to  which  the  Building  Commis- 
sioner has  been  able  to  erect  fences  around  all  school  yards 
where  the  slightest  danger  existed.  The  second  matter  which 
should  be  of  considerable  satisfaction  to  parents  is  the  com- 
pletion of  the  fire  alarm  system  which  now  provides  each 
school  with  an  outside  box  and  an  auxiliary  box  inside  the 
building.  In  connection  with  this,  it  is  also  well  to  mention 
the  fact  that  regular  fire  drills,  which  have  always  been  a 
practice  of  the  school  system,  are  being  held  more  intensively 
and  that  through  the  cooperation  of  the  fire  department  a 
monthly  inspection  of  all  fire  alarm  equipment  within  the 
schools  and  an  inspection  of  the  building  and  premises  for 
fire  danger  are  made. 


Owing  to  the  fact  that  the  forecasted  enrolment  of  the 
High  School  was  so  large,  it  was  necessary  this  fall  to  make 
two  new  classrooms,  and  a teachers’  room  was  appropriated 
for  one  and  the  room  formerly  used  for  foundry  practice  for 
the  other. 
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The  Baxter  School  has  been  completely  renovated,  includ- 
ing the  heating  plant,  and  a new  yard,  fence,  and  retaining 
wall  constructed.  The  Bingham  School  has  been  partially  re- 
modelled and  the  building  painted.  The  yard  has  been  im- 
proved and  a new  fence  erected,  and  the  fire  escapes  and  the 
fire  system  remodelled. 

In  the  Cutler  School  a very  much  needed  and  expensive 
improvement  has  been  undertaken  in  the  regrading  of  the 
yard  and  erection  of  a retaining  wall.  The  boys’  toilets  also 
liave  been  modernized  and  the  outside  of  the  building  has  been 
painted  and  the  roof  repaired.  The  Glines  School  has  a new 
yard  and  the  heating  plant  and  the  roof  have  been  renovated. 
The  Highland  has  a new  yard,  new  conductors,  the  building 
has  been  repainted,  and  a new  entrance  has  been  made  to  the 
girls’  toilet.  At  the  Knapp  School  a new  yard  has  been  con- 
structed, the  roof  has  been  repaired,  and  snow-guards  placed 
upon  it,  and  the  inside  of  the  building  renovated  by  painting 
and  a considerable  amount  of  electrical  work.  At  the  Morse, 
the  yard  has  been  regraded,  a new  retaining  wall  erected,  and 
the  front  steps  reset.  At  the  Prescott  School  a new  yard,  re- 
taining wall,  and  fence  have  been  constructed. 

Kenovations  which  have  taken  a long  time  have  been  com- 
pleted at  the  Carr  School.  They  include  new  toilets  for  both 
boys  and  girls,  a complete  renovation  of  the  heating  plant, 
regrading  and  resurfacing  of  the  yard,  and  erection  of  retain- 
ing walls.  At  the  Grimmons  School  the  yard  has  been  regraded, 
a new  retaining  wall  erected  on  Puritan  Road,  and  a fence 
placed  to  protect  pedestrians.  In  the  Lowe  School  the  heat- 
ing plant  has  been  changed  to  provide  more  heat  in  the  toilets, 
new  steps  have  been  erected,  new  retaining  walls  with  gratings 
around  the  building  have  been  constructed,  and  a drive  which 
will  permit  coal  trucks  to  empty  with  greater  facility  has 
also  been  constructed.  In  the  Perry  School  the  yard  has  been 
resurfaced,  a retaining  wall  erected,  and  a fence  placed  around 
the  yard. 

At  the  Pope  School  a project  which  has  been  begun  lately 
will  consist  of  remodelling  the  building,  erecting  a retaining 
wall  in  the  back^  and  resurfacing  the  yard. 

Other  improvements  which  deserve  mention  are  the  re- 
placement of  all  brick  and  concrete  sidewalks  by  granolithic 
walks  around  all  schools,  the  erection  of  a board  fence  at 
Dilboy  Field,  and  the  addition  of  a hockey  rink. 
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J*lant  Equipment 

The  matter  of  im])roving  the  educational  plant  has  been 
mentioned  previously.  Tlie  situations  at  several  of  the  school 
plants  are  snthciently  serious  to  receive  careful  and  wise  con- 
sideration. First  in  importance  is  the  crowded  condition  at 
tlie  Northeastern  Junior  High  School.  This  unit  of  the  system 
is  mnch  smaller  than  the  present  enrolment  demands  and  an 
addition  of  twelve  rooms  and  a slight  remodelling  of  the  pres- 
ent bnilding  would  accommodate  the  present  membership  and 
permit  a small  expansion.  The  demand  for  high  school  educa- 
tion continnes  and  the  high  school  has  found  it  necessary  to 
use  many  rooms  as  classrooms  which  are  poorly  planned  for 
that  purpose.  It  is  inevitable  that  the  present  quarters  of  the 
administration  department  must  be  used  soon  for  their  original 
purpose  and  a suitable  bnilding  erected  for  the  activities  of 
the  School  Committee  and  its  staff. 

In  the  belief  tliat  the  Highland  School  must  succumb  to 
the  advance  of  trade  in  the  Davis  Square  section,  I recommend 
for  consideration  the  abandonment  of  this  building  in  the  near 
future  and  the  erection  of  a large  modern  building  on  tlie 
present  site  of  the  Burns  School,  which  will  continue  to  serve 
a residential  section  for  many  years  to  come.  This  unit  should 
be  large  enough  to  accommodate  the  two  hundred  sixty  i3upils 
of  the  Burns  School  (built  in  1886 — with  an  addition  in  1899), 
the  three  hundred  sixty  pupils  of  the  Highland  School  (built 
in  1880 — with  an  addition  in  1891),  and  many  of  the  four 
hundred  pupils  now  in  the  Morse  School  which  is  also  reach- 
ing the  limit  of  its  usefulness  (built  in  1869 — with  an  addition 
in  1890). 

Another  situation  is  that  of  the  Lincoln  School,  the  only 
wooden  building  now  in  use.  The  nearness  of  this  building 
to  the  Cutler  and  Hodgkins  schools  and  the  fact  that  the  site 
will  undoubtedly  be  surrounded  by  the  growth  of  trade  in 
Teele  Square  make  undesirable  a new  building  on  this  present 
lot.  The  question  of  the  replacement  of  this  building  and  the 
location  of  the  site  for  it  is  also  involved  with  the  question 
of  provision  for  tlie  pupils  who  live  in  the  section  bounded 
by  the  Parkway  and  Nortli  Street  and  who  at  present  are 
traveling  a much  longer  distance  than  desirable  in  attending 
the  Cutler  School.  The  School  Committee  has  made  a study 
of  this  problem  and  has  requested  that  the  City  Government 
give  consideration  to  the  erection  of  a primary  school  build- 
ing between  North  Street  and  the  Medford  line. 
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MEMBERSHIP 

The  public  school  membership  at  the  present  time  is  16,948. 
A comparison  of  the  size  and  change  in  membership  over  a 
period  of  years  is  indicated  in  the  following  table:

Although  the  increase  this  year  shows  only  a net  gain  of 
63  over  the  membersliip  of  a year  ago,  there  is  a continuing 
increase  in  the  High  Scliool  membership  where  130  more  pupils 
are  being  accommodated  this  year  than  last.  This  increase 
follows  increases  of  5,  237,  160,  281,  and  272.  These  facts 
concerning  the  most  expensive  unit  of  onr  school  system  are 
significant  with  relation  to  the  amount  of  money  spent  for 
schools,  because  it  is  self-evident  that  were  the  per  capita 
cost  to  remain  stationaiy  or  even  decrease,  the  increase  in  the 
number  of  pupils  would  naturally  increase  the  total  amount 
spent. 

Another  comparison  of  figures  is  veiw  significant.  The 
total  enrolment  today  in  the  High  School  is  3,576  while  for 
a corresponding  date  in  1918  the  figure  was  1,520.  The  year 
1918  was  chosen  because  it  was  the  first  in  which  the  High 
School  was  operated  for  only  three  classes  as  is  the  case  now. 
A comparison  of  these  figures  shows  an  increase  in  enrolment 
of  135.26%  or  expressed  in  another  way  the  enrolment  today 
is  235+%  of  that  in  1918.  In  1918  there  were  seventy  teachers 
employed  to  care  for  1520  pupils  or  one  teacher  for  twenty- 
two  pupils.  Today  there  are  employed  119  teachers  for  3576 
pupils  or  one  teacher  for  thirty  pupils.  The  figures  are  very 
significant  in  that  they  show  an  increase  in  the  teaching  load, 
— more  pupils  per  teaclier, — and  indicate  a more  economical 
administration.  One  other  fact  should  be  mentioned  and  that 
is  that  in  1918,  12%  of  the  school  population  was  in  High 
School  while  today  more  than  20%  of  the  pupils  are  in  High 
School. 

No  doubt  it  will  be  seen  that  the  accommodations  of  the 
High  School  are  being  taxed  beyond  the  limits  of  elasticity. 
For  a building,  which  was  designed  to  accommodate  at  most 
3,000  pupils  and  then  only  by  using  practically  all  laboratories 
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and  other  special  rooms  for  home  rooms,  to  be  called  on  to 
house  over  3,500  pupils,  is  evidence  that  concern  must  be  felt 
for  the  adequacy  of  the  housing.  This  difficulty  might  be  re- 
lieved somewhat  were  it  possible  to  find  an  available  location 
for  the  administration  office  and  store  rooms  which  use  the 
space  which  could  be  made  into  nine  classrooms.  Consider- 
able thought  has  been  given  to  this  matter  and  it  seems  ad- 
visable at  this  time  to  recommend  that  serious  consideration 
be  given  to  the  possibility  of  erecting  an  administration  build- 
ing for  the  School  Department.  Such  a construction  would 
be  less  expensive  than  the  cost  of  another  addition  to  the  High 
School.  As  a matter  of  fact  the  limitations  of  the  physical 
site  would  probably  make  impossible  any  further  additions. 
1 trust  the  School  Committee  of  1936  will  urge  the  close  inter- 
est to  this  matter  by  the  City  Government  that  it  merits. 


CHANGES  IN  PERSONNEL 

During  the  fiscal  year  twenty-one  teachers  have  left  the 
service.  Of  this  number  twelve  left  to  be  married;  one  to 
assume  added  home  duties;  two  died;  and  six  retired,  four 
voluntarily,  and  two  forced  to  retire  in  accordance  with 
the  Teacher  Ketirement  Act.  Contrary  to  the  general  impres- 
sion that  has  been  created,  of  the  fourteen  persons  selecteil 
by  the  School  Committee  to  fill  these  vacancies,  one  held  a 
bachelor’s  degree  from  a college,  two  had  bachelor’s  degrees 
from  State  Teachers  Colleges,  five  had  graduated  from  three- 
year  courses  at  State  Teachers  Colleges,  and  four  had  gradu- 
ated from  two  and  three-year  courses  at  private  normal 
schools.  The  other  two  were  technically  trained  in  special 
subjects  which  they  teach.  All  of  these  persons  were  legal 
residents  of  Somerville. 

Notable  for  length  of  service,  efficiency,  and  achievement 
were  the  terms  of  Lizzie  E.  Hill,  forty-four  years ; Abigail  P. 
Hazelton,  thirty-three  years;  Grace  H.  Bliss  and  Nettie  L. 
Fay,  thirty-two  years;  Alice  Hosmer  and  Mary  L.  Richard- 
son, twenty-nine  years;  Lynda  V.  Merrill,  twenty-four  years; 
and  Alice  A.  Todd,  twenty-two  years.  They  have  left  the 
service  of  our  youth  but  their  influence  will  long  be  effective 
in  our  community. 

This  report  would  not  be  complete  unless  attention  were 
called  to  the  exceptionally  meritorious  records  of  service  of 
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two  very  able  members  of  the  School  Committee  who  retire 
voluntarily  at  the  close  of  this  year. 

Dr.  Herbert  Cholerton  has  given  continuous  service  since 
January  1,  1913,  to  the  educational  activities  of  the  youth  of 
our  cit}’  for  a period  of  twenty-three  years,  the  longest  term 
of  service  in  the  history  of  the  Somerville  School  Committee. 
In  addition  to  his  absorbing  interest  in  providing  the  best 
possible  instructional  forces  he  has  been  actively  interested 
in  the  welfare  of  the  children  from  the  standpoint  of  health, 
having  served  in  the  capacity  of  a Medical  Inspector  for  the 
schools  since  the  medical  inspection  plan  was  inaugurated  by 
the  Board  of  Health.  By  his  retirement  from  the  School  Com- 
mittee, the  schools  of  this  city  will  lose  the  influence  of  his 
keen  appreciation  of  the  educational  problems  of  our  schools, 
his  willingness  to  give  freely  of  his  time  and  energy,  his  cordial 
personality,  and  his  real  manliness. 

Dr.  Francis  J.  Fitzpatrick  has  given  freely  of  his  ex- 
ceptional knowledge  of  school  problems  and  of  his  time  during 
his  long  term  of  sixteen  years  as  a member  of  the  Somerville 
School  Committee.  His  keen  perception  and  power  of  analysis 
of  the  problems  of  the  education  of  our  youth,  in  addition  to 
his  comprehensive  education,  made  him  an  able  leader  in  pre- 
paring for  the  implications  of  education  resulting  from  social 
tendencies.  His  School  Committee  colleagues  particularly  will 
miss  the  influence  of  his  dynamic  personality,  his  extraordi- 
nary power  of  expression,  and  his  jovial  nature. 

The  loss  of  the  active  services  of  these  two  men  will  be 
deeply  felt  by  the  community. 

RECOMMENDATIONS 

In  order  to  focus  attention  upon  the  most  outstanding 
needs  of  the  immediate  future,  and  in  consequence  of  the  fore- 
going discussion  of  the  various  factors  of  trends  in  education, 
costs,  membership,  and  accommodations,  it  seems  advisable  to 
enumerate  the  implications  from  these  discussions  in  a list 
of  recommendations  for  consideration  by  the  incoming  School 
Committee  and  City  Government. 

(1)  That  necessary  steps  be  taken  immediately  to  draft 
bills  for  presentation  to  the  Legislature  of  1936  which  would, 
by  changing  the  City  Charter,  (a)  make  the  School  Committee 
of  the  City  of  Somerville  a fiscally  independent  unit  as  are 
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the  School  Coiiiiiiittees  in  this  Commonwealth  of  Cambridge, 
Boston,  Lynn,  and  Springfield,  and  (b)  i)lace  the  entire  juris- 
diction of  control  and  maintenance  of  school  buildings  and 
grounds  under  the  School  Committee,  as  is  the  practice  in 
practically  all  cities  and  towns  in  Massachusetts. 

(2)  That  steps  be  taken  which  will  make  possible  a yery 
necessary  addition  to  the  Northeastern  Junior  High  School. 

(3)  That  the  oyercrowding  in  the  High  School  building  be 
relieyed  by  the  erection  of  an  administration  building. 

(4)  That  a survey  be  made  of  conditions  in  the  elementary 
schools  with  relation  to  accommodations  so  that  a wise  build- 
ing program  may  be  evolved  with  special  reference  to  the 
eventual  disposition  of  the  Lincoln,  Burns,  Highland,  and 
Morse  buildings. 

(5)  That  consideration  be  given  to  the  scholastic  level 
of  the  curriculum  to  be  el¥ective  September  1,  1936,  at  the 
newly  built  and  newly  equipped  Vocational  School. 

(6)  That  attention  be  given  to  the  failure  of  the  City 
Government  to  provide  the  funds  for  the  operation  of  the 
Professional  Improvement  Plan  for  Teachers,  which  has  been 
inoperative  for  the  past  three  years. 

CONCLUSION 

The  survey  of  the  conditions  in  our  schools  for  the  year 
affords  reasons  for  gratification.  Our  educational  accomplish- 
ment has  been  good  and  our  physical  equipment  is  in  better 
condition  than  it  has  been  for  some  time  in  spite  of  the  fact 
that  there  is  still  much  to  receive  attention.  The  percentage 
of  the  total  expenditures  of  the  City  spent  by  the  School  Com- 
mittee for  schools  is  less  by  1.2%  than  for  the  previous  year. 
The  materials  of  instruction  are  being  constantly  revised  and 
kept  abreast  of  the  times.  The  morale  and  efficiency  of  the 
teaching  force  is  good.  A well  worth  while  and  generous  pro- 
vision of  opportunities  for  all  the  children  of  all  the  people 
is  being  maintained. 

Such  substantial  statements  are  indications  of  a good 
school  system.  Commendation  should  be  given  to  the  teachers 
and  principals  for  the  effective,  sympathetic  discharge  of  their 
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duties  and  responsibilities^  and  to  the  parents  for  their  coopera- 
tion in  keeping  in  close  touch  with  the  schools  and  securing 
a good  education  for  the  children.  During  American  Educa- 
tion Week  over  four  thousand  parents  visited  our  schools. 

I want  to  acknowledge  with  pleasure  and  gratitude  the 
loyalty  and  devotion  of  the  masters  and  teachers  to  their  work 
throughout  the  year,  and  the  harmonious  relationship  among 
all  elements  of  the  public  school  organization.

|1.25  less  for  the  instruction  of  each  pupil  in  the  High  School 
than  in  1934,  and  5 cents  less  per  pupil  for  supplies. 

The  elementary  schools  have  cost  86  cents  less  per  pupil 
for  instruction,  and  27  cents  less  for  supplies. 

The  amount  spent  for  the  school  year  1935  was  |12.36,  or 
21  cents  more  than  was  spent  in  1934.  The  amount  yielded  for 
each  child  in  the  average  membership  of  the  schools  for  1935, 
not  including  the  vocational  schools,  was  |84.51.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  APPEAL 


January  31,  1936. 

Office  of  the  Board  of  Appeal 
City  Hall,  Somerville,  Mass. 

To  the  Honorable,  the  Mayor,  and  the  Board  of 

Aldermen,  of  the  City  of  Somerville: 

Gentlemen : 

The  Board  of  Appeal  respectfully  submits  the  following 
report  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1935 : 

Chapter  269,  Acts  of  1933,  of  the  General  Laws  has  greatly 
enlarged  the  powers  and  duties  of  the  Board  of  Appeal  in  the 
cities  and  towns  which  have  established  Zoning  Laws,  and 
helped  to  clarify  certain  provisions  which  prior  to  its  passage 
were  vague.  Section  30  of  the  aforesaid  Chapter,  expressly 
points  out  that  the  Board  of  Appeal  “may  in  appropriate  cases 
and  subject  to  appropriate  conditions  and  safeguards,  make 
special  exceptions  to  the  terms  of  the  ordinances  or  by-laws  in 
harmony  with  their  general  purpose  and  intent,  and  in  accord- 
ance with  general  or  specific  rules  therein  contained,.’’ 

The  Board  of  Appeal  therefore  is  an  important  depart- 
ment of  the  city’s  work.  It  has  been  delegated  by  statute  with 
extraordinary  power.  Therefore  it  is  very  important  that  care- 
ful deliberation  be  given  to  the  appeals  of  all  appellants  and 
that  the  final  decisions  of  the  Board  be  carefully  made.  Zoning 
laws  were  expressly  made  in  order  to  protect  land  values,  and 
the  best  way  to  kill  land  values  in  a given  area,  is  to  make  it 
impossible  for  that  area  to  function. 

During  the  past  year  all  of  the  members  of  the  Board  have 
made  it  a part  of  their  duty  in  conjunction  with  the  work  of 
hearing  and  deciding  appeals  to  visit  the  places  that  would  be 
affected  by  the  appeal  before  them. 

As  has  been  the  custom  in  the  past,  your  Board  was  com- 
pelled to  refuse  the  appeals  of  nine  appellants  due  to  the  fact 
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that  the  derogation  from  the  real  intent  and  purpose  of  the 
zoning  and  building  laws  would  be  too  great. 

Your  Board  wishes  to  again  call  your  attention  to  the  fact 
that  the  present  city  zoning  map  was  made  in  1925,  and  that 
many  changes  in  the  growth  of  the  city  have  taken  place  since 
that  time.  The  Board  sincerely  suggests  that  the  Planning 
Board  take  into  consideration  the  re-zoning  of  certain  areas, 
more  particularly  along  the  Monsignor  McGrath  Boulevard, 
commonly  known  as  the  Northern  Artery,  which  could  now  be 
developed  to  bring  greater  revenue  to  the  city. 

In  the  past  year  it  was  necessary  for  the  Board  to  hold 
twenty-seven  meetings  for  the  consideration  of  appeals  taken 
from  the  decisions  of  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Buildings 
refusing  to  grant  permits  which  conflicted  with  the  provisions 
of  the  Zoning,  Building  or  Fire  District  Ordinances. 

The  Board  wishes  to  report  that  it  has  received  the  fullest 
codperation  and  assistance  from  the  Commissioner  of  Public 
Buildings,  the  City  Solicitor,  the  Fire  Chief  and  all  other  city 
officials,  and  sincerely  hopes  that  its  work  in  the  past  year  has 
been  satisfactory  to  both  the  city’s  welfare  and  the  appellants.

The  above  figures  are  approximate  and  are  based  on  the 
general  average  of  amounts  carried  by  the  trucks. 

The  garbage  has  been  collected  by  contract  which  provides 
for  collection  twice  a week  throughout  the  year  which  as  a 
whole,  I believe  has  been  pretty  faithfully  adhered  to. 

The  ashes  and  refuse  are  being  collected  with  motor  trucks 
on  account  of  the  distance  to  the  Medford  dumps,  which  are 
being  used  by  this  department  subject  to  the  rules  and  regula- 
tions of  the  Board  of  Health  of  the  City  of  Medford. 

The  fire  hazard  on  the  dumps  is  now  one  of  the  most  im- 
portant considerations  and  the  cost  of  fire  prevention  is  heavier 
than  ever  before.  This  is  mostly  due  to  the  building  develop- 
ments which  are  drawing  nearer  to  the  dumps. 

The  department  as  a whole  is  operating  efficiently  and 
with  the  citizens  cooperation  we  shall  continue  to  carry  on  in 
the  usual  manner. 

I wish  to  thank  His  Honor  the  Mayor  and  the  heads  of 
Departments  for  their  coOperation  extended  during  the  year.
